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RHODESIA'S WALL HOLDS TALKS WITH MOZAMBIQUE OFFICIALS

[Text] The Rhodesian military commander, General Peter Walls, accompanied 
by the country's head of intelligence, Mr Ken Flower, flew to Maputo at 

the weekend for talks with senior Mozambique officials, Bridge Bloom reports 
from Salisbury. 


There has been no official comment on the talks or their contents, but they 
come at a time of intense behind-the-scenes negotiations on the critical 
issue of integration of the Rhodesian regular army and the two guerrilla 
forces, ZIPRA and ZANLA, led by Mr Joshua Nkomo and Mr Robert Mugabe. 


According to reports the weekend talks were but one of a series of key 
meetings which have been taking place over the past few days. These have 
also involved senior Rhodesian officers, their counterparts in the guerrilla 
forces and British officials including the military advisers to the governor, 
Lord Soames. 


News of an important step towards integration came yesterday with the announce- 
ment that some 650 members of ZIPRA had left their assembly place and had 
rebased at a training camp south of Bulawayo, near one of the bases of the 
Rhodesian regular forces. 


Mr Nicholas Fenn, spokesman for the governor said: "Under the auspices of 
the commonwealth monitoring force, training is being organised with the 
participation of the Rhodesian army." A similar offer had been made to 
ZANLA, which had been welcomed though not yet implemented. 


Both Mr Nkomo and Mr Mugabe want the final size and composition of an inte- 
grated army to be left to the government resulting from the elections which 
start tomorrow, but Mr Fenn described yesterday's development as "encouraging 
and one we greatly welcome.” 


Over the past four days members of the ceasefire commission which consists 
of representatives of the regular and guerrilla armies under the chairman- 
ship of Major-General John Acland, commander of the monitoring force, have 
been touring the 14 assembly places discussing arrangements for close 
co-operation. 














Meanwhile in @ move designed to reduce tensions during the three-days of 
polling the governor has banned all campaign meetings between the start of 
voting tomorrow and the announcement of the results on March 4, Lord Soames 
will make a radio and television address to the country tonight. 


Khodesian police yesterday arrested 26 members of Mr Mugabe's ZANU-PF, 
including a senior official, Mr Nathan Shamuyarira, on charges of contra- 
venging the law and order (maintenance) act. All were released on bail. 


in an interview published yesterday Mr Mugabe said he would form a coalition 
government with Mr Nkomo after the election, "They are our natural allies,” 
he said. On Sunday Mr Nkomo told a press conference that any question of a 
coalition was up to Mr Mugabe since it had been his decision to contest 

the election separately. 


Our foreign staff adds: The foreign office in London yesterday asked other 
countries to accept the outcome of the Rhodesia election as the parties at 
the Lancaster House talks had agreed to do. 


The statement wis taken to be a response to an announcement by President 
Julius Nyere of Tanzania that his country would not recognise the election 
results if Mr Nkomo and Mr Mugabe failed to win.

FRENCH AFRICAN POLICY DISCUSSED 
Dakar AFRICA in French Jan 80 pp 19, 20, 98 


[Text] French African policy was challenged on Tuesday 18 December in the 
National Assembly, where Jean-Francois Poncet--leader of French diplomacy-- 
had to justify "France's great policies for the black continent." French 
African policy is criticized by majority and opposition supporters, and is 
misunderstood by a public more attuned to scandals than to world strategic 
imperatives. 


Petitioned by the Gaullist RPR party (Rally for the Republic)--which in early 
November obtained Prime Minister Raymond Barre's agreement to hold a debate 
on French African policies--and petitioned by the Socialist Party--which 
requested (but was denied by the law committee) formation of an investigative 
commission on France's intervention in Central Africa--the government had 
sensed the rising of a crisis and had tried to attenuate the consequences of 
the recent coup in Central Africa, along with the intervention of 1,200 
French paratroopers to install a new regime, the Bokassa diamonds affair, 

and removal of Central African archives by French agents. The government 
tried to provide a coherent explanation for actions that are not always 
coherent. 


Africa Not for Others 


It was in front of a rather deserted Assembly that Jean-Francois Poncet and 
Robert Galey (minister for cooperation) in turn defended French African 
policies. When they were supposed to attack the government on a series of 
"scandals"-- the Bokassa affair, the role of French troops in Chad and Central 
Africa, the challenged induction of a “friend of France" into leadership in 
Bangui, the presence of paratroopers in Nouvadhibou in Mauritania, the 
"smuggling of Namibia's uranium, the rebellion of some SDECE (French counter- 
espionnage) members challenging the role they have to play in Africa-- 
oppositica parliament members were suddenly stricken by amnesia and turned 
into a group of schoolchildren mesmerized by their teachers. 





Consequently, from the outset the two ministers were able to summarize the 
debate: "Africa belongs to Africans, and not to anybody else," said Jean- 
Francois Poncet. "The future of Africa ;ests with Africans and nobody else," 
added Robert Galey. It is around this very idea that the two speeches 
revolved. 


"France is not pursuing a policy of hegemony of any kind, in any form in 
Africa," declared Jean-Francois Poncet. But two new factors have appeared 
since 1975, as noted by Jean-Francois Poncet: "As in the least permissible 
ancient colonial practices, and for the first time since that permanently 
past era, there have appeared in Africa regular expeditionary forces which 
have come from far--very far--and whose numbers can be placed at 50,000 men." 
Moreover, "major arsenals of modern armaments are now located in countries 
which obviously did not requre.them." The Cuban presence--which was not 
specifically named by the minister--is sufficient to justify French inter- 
vention in Chad, Zaire and Central Africa. These interventions were also 
timel, and made with full agreement of the leaders from these countries who 
called on France. 


The minister of cooperation also expressed fears: ‘Why should we believe that 
this continent will be the only one where a majority of governments are 
susceptible to all kinds of ambition and greed? Do we want to push our 

best friends to call on those for whom the only way to fight underdevelopment 
is to sell weapons? Supply Kalachnikovs, SAM 7's, MiG 19's; send great 
numbers of advisors and organize training sessions where military training 

is coupled with ideological conditioning, the results of which we know too 
well?" And to reassure everybody, he added "we will never fail to fulfill 

our promises." 


Privileged Dialog 


What is French African policy made of? It is "one element of the privileged 
dialog between Europe and Africa," declared Jean-Francois Poncet. Robert 
Galey added that it meant helping development, “keeping out of African 
internal affairs, without ignoring them," and that it illustrated the concrete 
north-south dialog advocated by President Giscard d'Estaing. 


For the minister of cooperation, France's achievements in Africa represent 

25 countries tied to France by agreements signed with the Ministry of 
Cooperation: Benin, Burundi, Cameroon, Cape Verde, Comoros, the Congo, Ivory 
Coast, Djibouti, Central Africa, Gabon, Guinea, Guinea-Bissau, Equatorial 
Guinea, Upper Volta, Madagascar, Mali, Mauritius, Niger, Rwanda, Sao Tome, 
Senegal, Seychelles, Chad, Togo and Zaire. Among those, some 20 have concluded 
military cooperation agreements (training and supply of materiel) and seven 
countries (Central Africa, Ivory Coast, Comoros, Gabon, Upper Volta, 

Djibouti, Senegal) have signed defense agreements. 














There are 25,000 French “cooperants" in Africa, about 11,000 of whom work for 
the Ministry of Cooperation, The remaining are in north Africa and English- 
speaking Africa working for the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. Moreover, a 
thousand military "“cooperants" assist the various armies of the continent. 
In addition, French troops south of the Sahara are estimated at 7,700 men. 


Finally, French African policy involves a budget capable of offering loans 
up to 4,019 billion FF, a 16.7 percent increase over 1979 but representing 
oniy .8 percent of France's total budget. 





Responding to criticism of French military interventions, Jean-Francois 
Poncet cited the weight carried by France, its political, economic and 
cultural influence, the importance of the French language, the economic 
challenge and the Cuban threat. To those who say "scandal" the minister 
answers ‘mutual assistance, cultural missions and economic solidarity." All 
of this rests on respect of the borders inherited from colonialism, on the 
rejection of foreign intervention, on people's rights to self-government, on 
priority given to development, on solidarity between Europe and Africa, and 
on the need to defend threatened French "cooperants," as was the case in 
Chad and Mauritania. 


Questions Without Answers 


"There is not one French action in Africa, but several actions," President 
Valery Giscard d'Estaing likes to say. This principle justifies everything: 
interventions, sales of armaments, cooperation, and reassures "moderate" 
Africans who fear the Cubans. Moreover, "France's help is aimed at the 
people,’ says Jean-Francois Poncet. But when looking closely at the situation, 
opposition parliament members raised questions on this last point. Isn't 
France supporting unpopular regimes today in central Africa and Zaire? In 
south Africa, France is trying to “incite the government to speed up necessary 
changes.'' But communist parliament members had no difficulty denouncing 
Frencl investments in South Africa and France's equivocal attitudes about 
respect for the sovereignty of independent countries. 


Jean-Pierre Chevenement of the Socialist Party asked: "What will have been 
the result of French influence on the African Continent? What will you have 
done to maintain peace or restore it? Where you went, war is still going 
on. Have you defended human rights? It is your pretext for intervention in 
Central Africa. You will have need 14 years for that. Do you intervene in 
favor of political prisoners in Morocco or Cameroon?" And according to the 
majority of the left-wing parliament members "good principles are followed 
only when convenient." 


Africa can be reassured: President Giscard d'Estaing will protect its security 
without being slowed down by an internal opposition, or preoccupied by its 
own political quarrels than by the future of African peoples.

PROBLEMS OF BLACK STUDENTS IN FRANCE DISCUSSED 
Dakar AFRICA in French Jan 80 p 47 


[Text] "It is 2 years since I resigned from the FEANF [Federation of Students 
From Black Africa in France]. As long as there are shop quarrels, as long 

as the leaders refuse to make a final distinction between unions and politics, 
establish precise objectives and end ideological debates which distract 
students from the fight for their strictly social and democratic interests, 
nothing serious will be accomplished. You can see the various sections 
disintegrating one after another and the organization becoming more and more 
dismantled," said Henry, a Central African student, member of the UNECA 
[National Union of Central African Students] showing an estrangement close 

to disillusionment. 


In fact, disillusionment is everywhere: among supporters whose ideological 
struggles have ended by demobilizing sections, several of which have left 
the federation and even in the collegiate leadership undermined by struggles 
over divergent interests and past disagreements. Eaten away by schisms, the 
Federation of Students From Black Africa in France now has problems holding 
its head above water. 


Fascination With Revolution 


However, in 1950, when students with scholarships from African colonial 
territories decided to unite in order to give a structure to the newbom 
movement against colonialism, the FEANF found itself at the avant-garde of 
anti-imperialism. Its objective was clear: to create a revolutionary 
committee taking charge of the defense of interests of students in France 
and supporting struggles for national liberation begun on the African 
Continent. Thirty-three sections were created in main French university 
towns, 14 of which corresponded to the members’ nationalities. There was no 
official ideology, but rather a fascination with the Chinese revolution and 
the itinerary of Mao--who was the first to succeed in a political and social 
revolution in a Third World country--and for all revolutionary movements. 
The FEANF's actions were consequently aimed against French colonialism's 
attempts to maintain power on the Black continent. Thus, the FEANF opposed 
the creation in 1956 of the French Union, created nonetheless with support 








from the French left. It also opposed "the Defferre Law" that it denounced 
during its eighth congress, calling it a “mystification with no other aim 

but to sow confusion and to slow the historic process of liberation."' The 
community proposed by General de Gaulle in 1958 caused intense militant 
activity in France and Africa, where certain members led a campaign in favor 
of a "no vote." However, these positions created divergence in the federation, 
notably in some sections worried by the increasing politization of the FEANF. 
Divergence increased even more when the FEANF's affiliated with various 
African unions engaged in struggles of political liberation. These included 
the General Union of Black African Workers (UGTAN), created in 1957 in 
Cotonou; the General Union of Western African Students (UGEAO) from Dakar 
University, and the Council for African Youth (CJA) created in 1955. 


Until 1960, the FEANF fought on the African Continent, extending its active 
support to the Algerian cause and to the Union of Cameroon's People (UPC). 
The independence of Ghana in March 1957 and the access to independence of 
African countries confirmed its revolutionary orientation and insured the 
support of pan-African leaders, including N'Krumah and Sekou Toure. In 1960 
it came closer to the International Union of Students, whose headquarters 
was in Prague. 


Pro-Chinese Against Pro-Soviet 


With the creation of independent African countries, precluding cooperative 
mass action, the FEANF was pressed to define a new political strategy, 
taking into consideration the fact that "moderate" forces hostile to its 
revolutionary militancy were now in power. Demonstrations organized in 
France and Africa after the assassination of Patrice Lumumba in the Congo, 
were severely repressed. The "hunt" of intellectuals and students organized 
by Sekou Toure in Guinea in 1963 brought the Guinean section of the FEANF to 
sever its ties with Guinea's Government. This schism increased disagreement 
within the federation, already shaken up by the Sino-Soviet conflict and 

the struggles of African workers in France, termed "irresponsible" by FEANF's 
leaders. 


Ties with Peking were tightened and demonstrated a split with the Soviet Union, 
thus creating both pro-Chinese and pro-Soviet lobbies, from which all moderates 
were excluded. Senegal and Mali called for neutrality and were in the minority. 
On the other hand, Dahomey, Upper Volta and Guinea took over the leadership of 
the movement. As the "great proletarian cultural revolution" took place in 
Peking, a violently pro-Chinese leadership assumed control over the federation 
and began a series of visits to Mao. And when the quarrel between the two 
candidates for the international communist movement turned into a military 
conflict, the FEANF supported China without any ambiguity. The African union 
movement turned into a political organization, whose orientation sealed its 
future: the FEANF would never recover from its choice. 














Moreover, the fall in 1966 of Ghana's leader, Kuame N'Krumah, deprived the 
federation of political and financial support which had been taken for granted. 
Refusing to aline itself with the new rulers of Ghana, the federation had to 
leave the offices in Paris given to them by N'Krumah and found itself in the 
House of Students in the Congo. The creation of the Movement of Students 
from the Common African and Malagache Organization (MEOCAM) in 1967 started a 
campaign against Marxist-Leninists leading the FEANF. The MEOCAM would be 
long lasting, but its positions accentuated internal disagreements which 

came out in the open. 


1975: The Schism 


In 1971, Mauritania joined the Party of Mauritanian People founded by 
President Moktar Ould Baddah and violently opposed the leadership of the 
federation. But the schism occurred in 1975--at the time of Angola's civil 
war--with the FEANF's support of pro-Chinese ideology in alinement with 

UNITA (National Union for Total Independence of Angola) and their condemnation 
of the "social-imperialism" of Agosthino Neto's MPLA, who in turn did not 
hesitate to accept Cuban support. Some sections including Mali's Senegal's 
and Cameroon's, left the federation and refused to take a position on the 
"Soviet Union's foreign policy," some others including Gabon's and Central 
Africa's viewed the condemnation of the Soviet Union as too mild. 


The division among black students culminated with the Sino-Albanian quarrel, 
which separated the Peking supporters from the Albanian supporters. Caught 
between these contrary ideologies, which cast a shadow over intrinsically 
African problems, most militants are today waiting for their leaders to 
develop self-criticism that will transform the FEANF into what it should ''} 
always have been: a union regrouping students on the basis of defending 
their social and democratic interests.

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Three student leaders have been arrested on charges of sedition They 
are Mr. W. Conmany B. Wesseh, president of the Libernan National 
Students Union (LNSU), Mr. Dusty L. Wolokolie. president of the

acting secretary-general of LNSU. Unoffiaal reporms from Monrovia 
alleged that the three student leaders had been ‘well beaten at the Post

Presenting a letter to President Siaka Stevens through the Sierra Leone 
Embassy in Monrovia expressing soldanty with the students of Nyala 
University College who went on strike over the lack of electncity and 
water on their campus which was later“ occupied’ by the Internal Secunty 
Unit (ISU ). The sedition charge referred to unwarranted “intervention in 
a properly internal matter’. but i was a little unclear (from a telephone 
conversation with a source in Monrovia) to which country the “internal 
matter pertained. Early news agency reports said the contentious point 
was the students assertion that 100 people had been killed and 600 
wounded during the Apni 14 events — the government maintains that 49 
people were killed Our Monrovia source said this point was not contained 
in the charge sheet. News agency repoms, however. added that appeals tor 
the students release by student organisations at the University of Liberia 
and Cuttington University College expressed the wish to retract the claim 
that 100 people died and 600 were wounded last Apni 14 

Other agency reports said Mr. Joseph J. F. Chesson, Minister of Justice. 
had told SLBC radio that Mr. Wesseh had been arrested after he used 
“offensive language” in a telephone interview with the BBC Network 
Afnea on the Njala strike ' . 

Vanous representations have been made to the Liberian Government 
including a telegram trom the students of Nyala University College who 
went on stnke again demanding the reiease of the three Liberman student 
leaders. A delegation from the Movement for Justice in Afnca (MOJA). 
which has links with Liberian student organisations, also had a long 
meeting with the President Tolbert on the arrests. before the President left 
on a visit to Senegal. Our Monrovia source said the arrests were 
unpopular, even with the mainstream press. and a significant reason for 
this was the unpleasant memory of the recent football inadents between 
Liberna and Sierra Leone. The source said the release of the three 
students was expected by the end of last week following the President s 
mmminent arnval. He also mentivned that warrants had been issued for the 
arrest of Mr. Kalipha Bility Jr. , vice-president of LNSU. and Mr. Alfred 
Sandolo, chairman of the W.V S. Tubman College Student Committee, 
but that these arrests had inexplicably not been affected.)

CONGOLESE-ZALRIAN COOPERATION FURTHERED BY PARTNERSHIP

[Text] During his latest 48-hour visit to Kinshasa on Monday, 24 December, 
we happened to meet and talk with Raphael-Auguste Mahoungou, a Congolese 
businessman living in Brazzaville (in the People's Republic of the Congo). 


When asked the purpose of his business trip to the Zairian capital, Mahoun- 
gou took advantage of the opportunity to go back to the beginning of his 
relations with citizen Kabasele Mwamba, administrator and owner of the In- 
dustrial Fruit Processing Company, INTERFRUITS. Everything began at the 
Sixth International Fair in Kinshasa, when representatives of the Congolese 
Ministry of Foreign Trade met citizen Kabasele Mwamba and began negotiations 
with him. Meeting a businessman from the People's Republic of the Congo 
interested in the activities of INTERFRUITS was the desire expressed by 
their Zairian interlocutor during the talks. 


The first meeting between the two future partners took place on 19 Septem- 
ber 1979, in Kinshasa, for the purpose of responding to the express wish and 
on the recommendation of authorities from the Congolese Ministry of Foreign 
Trade. Back in Brazzaville and following the fruitful talks that had taken 
place between the two interlocutors, Mahoungou made a detailed report to 
officials at the Congolese ministries of Foreign Trade and Industry. 


Therefore, following a thorough study with Congolese authorities, it was 
deemed useful to send an invitation to Kabasele Mwamba to go to Brazzaville. 
The invitation was for Thursday, 20 December, at ten o'clock in the morning. 


The two partners therefore came to an agreement: They formed a partner- 
ship to work in the Congolese capital. Mahoungou's recent visit is ex- 
plained by the fact that following the good beginning, the two men are con- 
tinuing their talks on the future cooperation established, initially with 
respect to the marketing of products put out by INTERFRUITS which, one 
must emphasize here, are greatly appreciated in Brazzaville. 
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in conclusion, Mahoungou implied that he and his partner have decided to 
establish continuing contacts as a result of their cooperation, which will 
require that they see each other often. He then expressed his wish that 
production may begin in the Congolese capital in the future.

MECHANL ZATION OF AGRICULTURE RESULTS IN INCREASED DEPENDENCY 
Paris DEMAIN L'AFRIQUE in French 28 Jan 80 pp 31-35 


(Interview with French agronomist Rene Dumont and author Marie-France 
Mottin, date and place not given] 


[Text ] "L'Afrique Etranglee": This is the title of a book to be 
published in a few months by French agronomist Rene Dumont, 
in collaboration with Marie-France Mottin. It is a title 
that was suggested by Tanzanian Prime Minister Sokoine on 
the day when the minister had just learned of another oil 
increase. Rene Dumont has just returned from several months 
in Tanzania and Zambia. We asked him to tell us his reflec- 
tions on his long study trip and how, 14 years after the 
warning that “Black Africa is off to a bad start," he now 
views the future of the continent. To say the least, he 
is not optimistic. 


[Question] You have just spent several months in Tanzania at the request 
of President Julius Nyerere. Thirteen years after the Arusha statement, 
the birth of the Ujamaa and the country's rural development policy, what 
general picture could one draw? 


[Dumont] During this period, from the standpoint of rural development, 
there have been two different policies, From 1969 to 1973, the Ujamaa 
policy was developed -- that is, the creation of villages with substantial 
collectivization. Credits, government aid, techni 11 services anc even 
tractor credits were reserved for those villages. There was a certain 
number of brilliant successes, which are being extended elsewhere. But 

the anticipated results were not achieved because in the majority of cases, 
the Tanzanian peasants do not want collectivization. Consequently, in 
1973, a balance sheet was drawn up, it was recognized that things were not 
going well and the decision was made to change polices. During the years

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from 1974 to 1976, villages were set up. Peasants were encouraged, pushed 
and in some cases, even forced, to form villages. It is a policy that pre- 
sents definite advantages: The people are brought closer to their schools, 
clinies and the drinking water supply, but the villages created were too 
large. 


Our entire mission consisted of emphasizing the disadvantages of certain 
aspects of the village establishment policy and pointing out the need to 
correct errors: too large of villages and too great a distance from the 
village to the fields. There would have been nothing to criticize if one 
were in the United States, where the people have trucks, tractors and cars 
to go from the village to the fields. But when women are carrying the 
harvest on the'r heads <= an average load of 30 kilometers on an 8-kilometer 


trip == one has to make 40 trips to bring in the corn harvested over an 
area of 40 ares. in other words, one has to cover 640 kilometers to bring 
in the production of an average-size field. 


Moreover, during the years from 1974 to 1976, the drought raged throughout 
Tanzania and the nation had to import enormous quantities of grain: an 
average of 400,000 tons a year. This entire deficit was attributed to 

the drought. Actually, the formation of villages also had something to 

do with it and was probably the leading cause of the shortage. The situa- 
tion has now nearly been turned around and in 1979, Tanzania managed to 

be selt-sufficient in grain. 


[Question] Despite the effects of the war with Uganda? 


joumont| The war with Uganda did not affect the rural areas. It hit the 
foreign exchange reserves. Some 40,000 soldiers out of a population of 
18 million were mobilized. In no way can this be compared with the 1914 
mobilization in France, for example! 


The worst effect was on livestock, of which the peasants furnished 94,000 

head. But 94,000 head out of a tetal herd of 2 million is not much. All 

of this was possible to bear and was scarcely regarded. What did perhaps 

have an effect on agricultural production was the absence of trucks. But 

this problem of transport was in fact the only consequence of the war. In 
1979, Tanzania imported 180,000 tons of wheat and rice, but it exported 

in equivalent amount of grain, mainly sorghum and millet. 


[Question] Did that constitute progress compared with the 1960's? Was 
there a deficit at that time? 


[Dumont] There has always been a deficit since independence, except during 
the extremely favorable years. One can say that this is the first time 
that the objective of self-sufficiency -- planned for 1980, according to 
Tanzanian plans -- has been achieved, but it is also true that the climatic 


conditions have been good. 
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[Question] On the whole, can one say that the Tanzanian policy has been 
eftective with regard to the improvement in production and the standard of 
Living? 


loumont] The establishment of villages has especially brought people 
closer to schools and tmproved the rate of school enrollment. Villages 
have organized, Almost everywhere, the people are beginning to build 
shelters to store fertilizer and grain. Every village has a cooperative 
that collects the harvests and sells them to the Grain Marketing Office. 
Theretore, there is organization, even if the degree varies from village 
to village. 


[vuestion] But can one say that it is an effective system for developing 
production and improving living conditions? 


[Mottin] It is the only system that will enable people to live in Africa, 
if one wants to keep the villages. But the system has to be "run in,” 
adapted, and the people have to agree to cooperate. This is not easy. 


[Dumont] Among the indispensable adaptations is the size of the villages. 
Making them too large is a technical mistake. In the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture, which is very fond of tractors and trucks, it was thought that essen- 
tially, the development of agriculture would be brought about through the 
use of tractors and trucks. With the oil crisis, that is no longer possible. 
The people have all been brought together in order to bring them closer to 
the collective services, but they are now farther from the fields. 


I have suggested to the authorities that the problem could be solved by 
creating satellite villages. The villages exist, some 9,000 of them, with 
their elected committee of 25 persons. This is a fact. There can be no 
question of destroying them, but of relieving their congestion by setting 
up several satellite villages halfway between the existing village and the 
fields. These arrangements do not condemn the policy of establishing vil- 
lages, but only its application. The advantages of the village remain, 
including the collective fields, which are no longer the fields of the 
Ujamaa villages but which provide the community with resources, even if 
private fields do predominate. 


[Question] Does some collectivization of the land seem necessary to you in 
Africa? 


[Dumont] Collective fields provide the commune with resources. It is 
forced labor, in fact. The people work a certain number of days without 
wages on the commune field and the commune thus has the means to set up 
a budget and accomplish certain projects. It is a tax ia kind, 


[Question] Let us take the opposite case, that of countries which have 
chosen to give priority to export crops and engage in agriculture for pro- 
fit. To what extent is this a solution? 
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[Dumont| Even in Tanzania, priority is still given to export crops, al- 

though this orientation is less marked than elsewhere. In our report, we 
emphasized that the trend should be reversed and that priority should be 

given to food crops. This evolution can be observed because the country 

is achieving self-sufficiency, but more progress must be made along that 

path. 


| have made some calculations showing that the purchase of a tractor costs 
more days of work than could be saved by the use of that tractor, with the 
added problem of the cost of fuel, which becomes prohibitive. Today, the 
increase in oil prices places all the Third World countries that have 
chosen mechanized agriculture in a difficult situation. The future of 
countries that export farm products will depend on the ratio between the 
price of coftee, cacao and oil. At the present time, that ratio is catas- 
trophic. 


[Question] Except in the case of the oil-producing countries, obviously? 


|\Vumont! The oil-producing countries are obviously making huge profits, 
but they are killing the Third World.... I am told, for example, that in 
Turkey this year, half of the land has not been worked. 


{Question} In particular, I am thinking of countries such as Algeria, 
which have previously given priority to the development of their oil re- 
sources and their industry. 


[Dumont] Algeria produced 2 million tons of grain in 1900. Today, it 
still produces 2 million tons, but it has 18 million inhabitants instead 

of 6 million. And every year, it imports more grain. The Algerians will 
see their hydrocarbon reserves disappear in 20 or 25 years. What will they 
eat then? Given the current population growth rate, the country will have 
36 million people by the end of the century. What will they do then to 
feed themselves? 


[Question] Precisely! Can they not take advantage of their industrial 
development now in order to speed up the development of their agriculture 
by using their income? Is this not a possible solution? 


[Dumont] It is a possible solution, one that the new Algerian Government 

is broadcasting. However, the old government also said that it was going 

to take care of agricul.ure. It even built 1,000 socialist villages, with 
fine brick houses. Put bricks, fine houses and pretty villages do not make 
agriculture! The Algerians mechanized agriculture and abandoned the crops 
that required great amounts of labor while furnishing large amounts of pro- 
tein. Average-sized Muslim farms once produced cows, forage crops, broad 
beans, chick-peas and grain. When the agrarian revolution was embarked upon, 
they gave up everything except for grain. They gave up their forage crops 
milk cows, beans and chick-peas, which required a lot of work but which 
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yielded a lot of protein, There remained only the grain, which was culti- 
vated with combines and tractors. 


[Question] That is not a trend chracteristic only of Algeria. How can 
one explain the fact that this came to pass in most countries? 


[Dumont] First of all, one has the matter of prestige. For most countries, 
emerging from underdevelopment means motors, tractors, cities. Develop- 
ment means cities. They did not understand that Europe began by building 
its agriculture and that the industrial revolution did not take place until 
atter the agricultural revolution. 


[Question] Let us turn to Zambia, if you do not mind, the second phase of 
your recent African tour. What situation did you find there? 


[Dumont] In Zambia? The copper curse. Kaunda told us: "We were born 

with a copper spoon in our mouth," The Zambians had a lot of money. The 
settlers began to develop the cities and the Zambians stepped up Westerniza- 
tion, the construction of cities, fine avenues, beautiful palaces. These 
investments are unproductive and they cost a lot, for maintenance alone. 
Likewise, when they built factories, they chose giant, centralized units. 
Corn is now hauled from one end of the country to the other, over 600 or 

/00 kilometers. It is transformed into livestock feed and hauled back over 
the 600 or 700 kilometers. A few years ago, Zambia built two entirely auto- 
matic plants to make bricks when all the people in all the villages of 
Zambia know how to make bricks out of clay and water which they dry in the 
sun! The price of bricks made at the plant was prohibitive, but in addi- 
tion, bricks are heavy and when they had to be hauled 700 or 800 kilometers, 
the two plants went broke. 


|\Question] What advice did you give to President Kenneth Kaunda? 


[Dumont] First of all, we explained to him what was happening in the vil- 
lages. The villages do not have enough salt, soap, oil or transportation. 
The villages have shortages of everything and the cities have everything. 


Furthermore, the country does not have enough foreign exchange. All imports 
of luxury products and private cars should be prohibited and priority should 
be given to trucks, buses, salt, sugar, soap, and so on. In other words, 

it is necessary to meet the essential needs of the population. 


Much more than in Tanzania, Zambia is governed in the interest of a small 
ruling group. Two percent of the population shares 20 percent of the na- 
tional income and the poorest 60 percent has 20 percent of the national in- 
come. Consequently, the gap between the richest and the poorest is 30 to l. 
in France, it is 1l to 13; in Sweden, 8 to 1; in Holland, 4 to l. 


iQuestion}] Are the problems of Zambia not also due to its lack of access 
to the sea? Considering its geographical situation, can Zambia be inde- 
pendent ? 





[Dument| Zambia can be self-sufficient in corn. There are 5.5 million 
inhabitants living within a territory one and one-half times the size of 
France. If it does not produce its corn, it is because of an anti-farm 
policy tollowed for 15 years. The problem is that everything is being done 
for the cities. Contrary to what used to be the case, there is no longer 
any manual labor in the primary schools. The elementary schools prepare 
pupils tor high school, which takes only one child out of five. In other 
words, four children out of five -- nearly 100,000 a year -- leave grade 
school without any trade and two-thirds of them end up unemployed. But 
they prefer to be unemployed and go to the cities rather than remain in 
the country. 


[Question] Is that not also the problem of many African countries? 


[Dumont] Yes, but it is more marked in Zambia than in many other countries. 
Kenya and Malawi have much more effective agricultural policies, for exam- 
ple. Malawi has just given Zambia 15,000 tons of corn because it has a 
“peasant-type” policy. 


[Question] The FAO is now speaking your language and gives priority to 
small tarms. Is this a panacea and can one speak of a single model, or 
at least of common principles that should be adopted in the entire Third 
World? 


[Dumont] There is no single model, but it is a mistake to count solely on 
exterior factors of production -- that is, tractors, oil and fertilizer, 

to the detriment of natural fertilizers and animal traction. One must 

work toward application of the principle of relying on one's own resources. 


{Question} Ls it then necessary to collectivize land or adopt a system of 
cooperatives? 


[Dumont] When one takes the example of Tanzania, there are practically no 
more production cooperatives. The majority of the Tanzanian cooperatives 
are service and marketing cooperatives. 


[Question] Which are indispensable. 

[Dumont] Yes, they are, but the production cooperatives are not. 
[Question] Why? 

[Dumont] Because the peasants do not accept them. Every time I am asked 
my opinion on farm collectivization, I answer that it is me they should ask 
but the peasants. If they agree, I do not see any problem. If they are 


opposed, | do not think it should be imposed on them. 


[Mottin] There have been cases in Tanzania where the people joined together 
themselves. They succeeded very well, but this was not the general case. 











\Question}] Out of the continent as a whole, which regions or countries 
seem to you to be off to the best start? 


|\Dumont] The Lvory Coast is always cited as an example of a magnificent 


Success. 
[Question] Precisely.... 


[Dumont] The Lvory Coast is a relative success because it is now experi- 
encing economic difficulties. This country, which in 1950 had 15 million 
hectares of forests, now has only 4.5 million. Some 400,000 hectares 
disappear every year. In other words, in 10 or 12 years, there will be 

no more forests, The fertility accumulted by the tropical forest is 
worked as if it were a mine and is not reconstituted. Furthermore, when 
there are no more forests, the clouds that come from the Gulf of Benin and 
picked up moisture from the jungles will no longer be able to provide rain 
for the Sahel. This is a very grave threat. 


[Question] If one were to list development priorities in a few words, 
what would they be? 


[Dumont] Food self-sufficiency, first of all. Not national economic self- 
sufficiency, obviously, but at least, one should produce most of the basic 
commodities, which is possible in the majority of the developing countries. 
At the present time, they are in the process of going further into debt 
every year and reducing their agricultural production. Africa produces 

5 percent less per person than it did 10 years ago. It imports more every 
year: 2 million tons of grain in 1960, 6 million in 1970, 12 million in 
1978. And it does not have money to pay for it. Let us suppose there would 
be a drought in the United States reducing grain stocks earmarked for ex- 
port. If the USSR is not in a cold war with America, it will buy up most 
of the amount. Japan and Europe will also take their share. What will be 
left for the Third World? They will not be able to avoid famine. In 
Zambia today, 70 percent of all children admitted to the Lusaka University 
Hospital are suffering from malnutrition. 


[Question] Basing development on food crops also means accepting smaller 
growth of the gross national product.... 


[Dumont] Yes, but in Zambia, for example, where industrial development 
is based on imported products, the factories are forced to operate far 
below capacity for lack of spare parts. And instead of importing spare 
parts so that the existing equipment can operate, more projects are de- 
signed, more capital goods are brought in and new facilities are built. 


[Question] What portion of the responsibility must be borne by interna- 
tional aid? 


|Dumont] International aid pushes one toward sophisticated equipment. It 
has no interest in supplying simple, cheap equipment. 
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(Mottin) Furthermore, in Zambia, international aid is precisely adapted to 
the people's taste. There is a taste for the grandiose on which interna- 
tional aid is based. 


[Dumont] Even in the villages, the women say there is no cooking oil. 
Ihey used to crush peanuts and cook with them, but the women have been 
taught to use oil and now they demand it. They have been Westernized. 


[Question] Does the possibility of using the food weapon against the 
Third World countries seem plausible to you? 


[Dumont | Definitely! These countries import more every year. They have 
no money to pay with and are reduced to begging, which means that they are 
dependent. The food weapon was tested in Zambia on 5 November, at the 
time when corn deliveries were blocked in Rhodesia. There, food power 
played a definite role and the Zambians were forced to bring pressure to 
bear on Nkomo and Mugabe so that they would negotiate. This is a clear- 
cut case. They were stymied. Their corn stocks had to last until March 
and their harvest does not take place until May or June. 


Without economic independence, there can be no political independence. 
Africa is a continent in the process of being recolonized.

REFUGEES PROTEST--Two thousand Rhodesian refugees demonstrated here yester- 
day against British decisions they say barred them from returning to Rhodesia 
to vote. Mostly elderly men and women, they gathered yesterday morning under 
drizzling skies near Lusaka's city centre, after plans arranged by the 
Patriotic Front to take them to the Rhodesian border by bus to vote fell 
through. British officials told PF leaders here that no refugee would be 
allowed to enter Rhodesia to vote without valid travel documents. Nearly 

all the refugees had ZAPU party membership cards which carry a picture of 

the bearer, but the British declared these invalid, they said. PF leaders 
planned to muster some 200 buses to carry the potential voters to the bor- 
der--about two hours drive from Lusaka--and to bring them back to their camps 
after they had voted. The party said it had planned to take about 7,000 voters 
to Chirundu and Kariba for the vote. The crowd dispersed after about an hour 
of speeches when the drizzle turned into a heavy downpour. [Text] [Salis-

REFUGEE REPATRLATION--Monday next week has been set as the provisional date 
on which the repatriation of Rhodesian refugees from Mozambique will resume, 
the chief of mission of the United Nations High Commission for Refugees, Mr 
Nicholas Morris, said in Salisbury yesterday. Repatriation was halted on 
Sunday to free the staff of the Toronto reception centre, outside Umtali, 
for election duties. Mr Morris said nearly 11,000 of the estimated 150,000 
refugees in Mozambique had already returned. "The repatriation exercise 
will resume on March 3 if everything goes according to plan. The reception 
centre wil!’ be ready to receive the first intake then. We also hope to open 
another entry point at Nyamapanda to cope with the refugees in Tete very 
soon.'' Mr Morris was unable to say when the repatriation of refugees from 
Zambia would be resumed. So far only 4,260 of the estimated 45,000 in 
Zambia have returned. Allegations of ill-treatment at the Gwai River recep- 
tion centre reduced the flow to a trickle before it stopped altogether 
earlier this month. The allegations are being investigated by Mr Morris

RHODESLAN PILOT ACCUSED OF SPYING 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 28 Feb 80 p 1l 


[Text] Lobatse. A Botswana police constable described yesterday how he 
saw Rhodesian pilot Johannes Basson point a revolver at policemen taking 
him for questioning and say: "Get out of the vehicle, you black bastard." 


Constable Motsami Mabeka was giving evidence in the High Court here on the 
second day of the trial in which Mr Basson, described as a radio technician 
of Salisbury, is facing two charg.s of attempted murder. Mr Basson pleaded 
guilty to two charges of doing grievous bodily harm. 


He pleaded not guilty to the attempted murder charges and four other charges 
of unlawfully causing grievous bodily harm. 


The case arises out of an incident on October 29 last year when Mr Basson is 
alleged to have fired on a group of unarmed policemen after he landed his 
light aircraft on a Botswana Defence Force airstrip at Kobojango in the north- 
east. 


Constable Mabeka said that when he saw Mr Basson pointing his revolver he 
jumped from the vehicle, landing on his shoulder. He heard shooting and ran. 


He looked back and saw another constable lying on the ground near the vehicle. 


Dr Sayana Jadha told the court he had helped in an operation on a Constable 
Molodi. The bullet had lodged in the constable's abdominal cavity. It was 
a serious injury. If not attended to the constable would have died, he said. 


Mr Basson made his first appearance in the witness box yesterday. 


He told about the events following his landing the light aircraft at the 
airstrip when he and his two girl companions lost their way in bad weather 
while on their way back to Rhodesia from Durban. 


Referring to evidence that he had tried to persuade the police to stop the 
vehicle so that he could speak to the man in charge, Mr Basson said one of 
the policemen had told him: "We don't believe your story. We think you are 
a spy." 
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Mr Basson described how while he and the girls were being taken away in a 
military Land-Rover, villagers on the route had been "brutal" to the two 
girls, pulling their hair and striking their faces. Mr Basson said he had 
been struck on his wound, 


At one point they were told they would be taken to a tiring squad. They 
were driven into a small clearing and told to get out of the vehicle.

PLANS TO CURTAIL MIGRATION OF WORKERS DISCUSSED

[Text] The Botswana Government is trying to create enough job opportunities 
to end the dependence on migrant labour in South Africa. 


But it needs financial materials and technical support from other countries 
and now governmental organisations to do this a conference on migratory 
labour was told in Gaborone yesterday. 


The Home Affairs Minister Mrs K. L. Disele told the conference that the 
number of Batswana employed in South Africa had dropped from more than 40,000 
in 1976 to just over 21,000 in 1979. But this was partly due to the fact 
that South Africa was already reducing its own dependence on migrant labour, 
she said. 


"In Botswana, our prime objective must remain the creation, internally, of 
alternative employment opportunities in such quantity as will enable us to 
absorb those who have previously relied for their livelihoods on finding work 
in South Africa through the Migratory Labour system," the Minister explained. 


She added that the need to create new jobs is heavily emphasised in the 
National Development Plan NDPV, but Botswana still needs external assistance. 


"If our friend in other countries, international and other organisations, 
can augment our material and financial resources and provide necessary tech- 
nical support, we shall feel confident of reducing further the numbers of 
Batswana who are forced to rely on the Migratory Labour system for their 


sustenance, she said. 


The two-day conference which is sponsored by the Economic Commission for Africa 
(ECA) attended by Government representatives from countries in Southern and 
Eastern Africa. It is the third in a series of ECA-sponsored conferences 

held in Botswana.

CHINESE DOCTORS--Botswana might get a group of Chinese doctors to work in 
the Ministry of Health next year, according to sources in the Ministry. 

This would be a follow-up of a visit by a Chinese delegation which arrived 
in Botswana between July and August last year to study our health services, 
according to reliable sources. The number of doctors has not been specified. 
The hospitals they would work in have also not been named. But it has been 
said that they would either be distributed to vurious hospitals or serve 

in a particular hospital. An official in the Ministry of Health said 
yesterday that a document is being circulated among the concerned ministries 
about the Chinese doctors. He said that a number of things would have to be 
studied and resolved before the final agreement has been reached in the 
recruitment of the doctors.

Most of the doctors in its hospitals are 
expatriates. Asked if the Chinese doctors would in anyway work with our 
traditional doctors, since the Chinese are well known for their advanced 


traditional medicines, the source replied: "No, you can't transplant one 
traditional medicine to a different nation. Traditional medicine has to go 
with culture."

ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT BANK PRESIDENT SUMMARIZES AID TO SMALL BUSINESS 
Bujumbura LE RENOUVEAU DU BURUNDI in French 18 Jan 80 p 3 


[Report on radiobroadcast interview of the president of the National Eco- 
nomic Development Bank; date not given] 


[Text] The president of the National Economic Development Bank recently 
granted a radio interview in the course of which he spoke of public aid to 
small and medium-sized enterprises. The following are the main points of 
his remarks. 


The government of Burundi, in its concern for promoting small and medium- 
sized enterprises in Burundi, has take various measures aimed at encouraging 
their establishment. For example, we might cite the recent promulgation 

of the Small Industry and Handicrafts Code. 


Another source of very important support which the government of Burundi 
has given to small and medium-sized business in Burundi is the signing, in 
March 1977, of the agreement between the government of the Republic of 
Burundi and the United Nations Capital Development Fund (UNCDF) concerning 
aid to small industries. 


What is the nature of this agreement? 


This agreement provides for the granting, by the United Nations Capital 
Development Fund, of financial assistance to the Republic of Burundi in 

the amount of $1.05 million. Of the amount, $750,000 will be used to 
guarantee -- up to 50 percent of the investment cost -- loans granted to 
projects in the area of small industry. The balance, $300,000, will be 
used to grant these same projects bank loans without interest, at a rate of 
20 percent of the investment. 


Consequently, the provisions of this agreement constitute very important 
backing from the government for small industries and national promoters 
who do not have collateral to offer the banks but who have the technical 
capacity to carry out a small industrial or handicrafts project. 





As indicated above, the aid from this UNCDF consists of a guarantee granted 
to the National Economic Development Bank for 50 percent of the cost of the 
investment and the granting of a loan, without interest, for 20 percent of 
the investment. 


In other words, a project accepted by the UNCDF is financed in the following 
manner: lO percent of the investment cost by the promoter; 20 percent of 
the investment cost by a UNCDF loan without interest; and 70 percent of the 
investment cost by an Economic Development Bank loan, 50 percent of which is 
guaranteed by the UNCDF. 


As one can see, these conditions are extremely advantageous for the project 
promoter. As a result, since the establishment of the UNCDF -- about 

} years == numerous projects in the area of small industry have been [ti- 
nanced by the National Economic Development Bank. 


To date, loans granted by the Bank within the framework of the UNCDF total 
some 88 million Burundi frances, distributed as follows: the manufacture 

of school chalk, 3,366,000 francs; carpentry workshop, 4,113,000 francs; 
Murama a Matana Quarry Company, 4.5 million francs; Giheta Shoe Factory, 
5,143,000 francs; noodle factory, 7.2 million francs; Makamba Limestone 
Cooperative, 5.04 million francs; Mutaho Sewing Workshop, 1,821,600 francs; 
the Kirundo Brick Works, 3.69 million francs; Gatara and Matongo Brick 
Works, 3.69 million francs; Ngagara Butcher Shop, 5.2 million francs; 
Bukeye Brush Factory, 2,849,000 francs; making of a fishing boat, 5.75 mil- 
lion francs; banana wine production company, 2.79 million francs; Nyabikere 
Carpentry Cooperative, 3.69 million francs; button manufacturing, 1.5 mil- 
lion francs; Cooperative for Physically Handicapped Persons (sewing work- 
shop), 1.26 million frances; La Rochelle Sewing Workshop, 1.26 million 
frones; medical analyses laboratory, 7.38 million francs; sculpture workshop, 
864,000 francs; photography studio, 2.97 million francs; cinematographic 
studio, 1.89 million francs; 3nd the Ngagara Bakery, 12.15 million francs. 
Total: 88,116,600 francs. 


These credits, granted to small industry in less than 3 years, are already 
substantial. It is to be hoped that the promoters of these projects will 
make every effort to complete them successfully and thereby make a contri- 
bution to the country's development. 


[t is also interesting to note that these small industrial projects are 
being carried out throughout the different regions of the country, thereby 
contributing to the policy of the government of Burundi on the decentrali- 
zation of economic activity. 


It should be pointed out that the Ministry of Handicrafts is providing pre- 
cious aid to the completion of these small industrial projects from the time 


the project is conceived until it is completed and even after completion. 
The establishment of the Ministry has also been of very great assistance 


to small national industries from the government of Burundi. 
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In concluding this summary of aid granted to the development of small in- 
dustry, one should point out that the loans from the UNCDF are now exhausted 
at a time when Burundi promoters are just beginning to take active interest 
in this sector of small industry. 


The government of Burundi is going to make a new application for funds from 
the UNCDF through the UN Program Bureau in Bujumbura. 


We strongly hope that the UNCDF will make an immediate, favorable response 
to this application, especially since the first agreement between the Fund 
and the government of Burundi was made satisfactorily.

ELF LEADER TAHA MOHAMMAD NUR INTERVIEWED IN PAKISTAN 
Islamabad THE MUSLIM in English 7 Feb 80 p 4 


[Report on interview by Sayed Zafar with Taha Mohammad Nur: “Eritrea: The 
Lonely Struggle") 


[Text] It was a day in September, 1966, The locale, the mountains of 
western Eritrea. The time, early, evening when shadows were beginning to 
lengthen. A quiet spread over the rough mountainous region in the pleasant 
cool of early winter. They were 25 fighters. Taha Mohammad Nur, now 43, 
and head of Foreign Relations of Eritrean Liberation Front, was one of 
them. Suddenly, they were attacked by a group of Ethiopeans more than four 
times in number. As they heard the sound of approaching vehicles, the 
Eritrean guerillas took positions and fired back as the enemy fired the 
first shot. 


For more than an hour, the wilderness echoed with gunfire. The Eritreans 
with their outdated guns battled with the modern and sophisticated arms 
of their oppressors. Taha could see fellow-guerillas fighting. At the 
end of the fight about an hour later when it had become quite dark, they 
took count: five dead, seven wounded. But they had inflicted heavier 
losses on their attackers who had fled. The Eritreans had won another 
battle in their protracted armed struggle for freedom. 


Taha Nur recalls another bloody experience. It is now November, 1977. The 
locale, the small liberated town of Agordat. Taha, with some fellow- 
fighters, was going through the town in jeeps. The scene was on one of 
rare tranquillity, in a life of constant strife. Then suddenly, the 

quiet was shattered by the distant sound of guns. Another attack was 

in the offing. They jumped from their jeeps, took up positions and as 

the attackers approached, returned fire. They were very few, only 13. 

The enemy, over a hundred. “They never attack us unless they are certain 
of absolute numerical superiority," Taha says with a wry smile. The enemy 
had an edge over them when another group of freedom-fighters returned 

to Agordat. They were not many either. 
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Only twenty. But together they repulsed the attack, taking ten prisoners 
and capturing a small quantity of arms, 


Now, as Head of Foreign Relations and a member of the Executive Committee 
of the Eritrean Liberation Front, Taha Mohammad Nur is fighting on another 
front, the diplomatic battlefield. In its own way, this also means con- 
Stant struggle. Married with two daughters, Taha is at times separated 
from his family for months at a stretch. The family lives in Cairo 

where Taha himself is based. It is a base in name only: Pakistan is the 
35th country Taha has recently visited. But he has a preference for the 
battlefield: it gives a greater and more direct feeling of involvement. 


Liberation was close at hand early in 1978 when, at the last moment, a 
super-Power--tle USSR intervened in the Somali-Ethiopean dispute virtually 
snatching victory from their hands. Since then they have been losing 
ground and territory. Now they are banished to the hills and mountains. 
But they fight on. It is an unequal fight but they are determined not to 
give up. And they are committed to fighting till victory is theirs. With 
this commitment, a defeat is no more than a defeat in a battle. They 

have faith that they will win the war. Looking at Taha's determined but 
rancour-free face, watching his set expression, talking to him while he 
listens attentively, listening to the even, clear and positive tone of 

his voice, one is convinced of the inevitability of Eritrean victory. With 
such committed people they simply cannot lose. "I am just one of them. 
Others are equally determined, in fact more. This is one reason why they 
have lasted in an unequal fight for over two decades.” 





Another is a history of independence. Eritreans had lived as an independent 
entity for over three centuries when the Italians overran their part of 
Africa. They lived under foreign subjugation for about 50 years. Then in 
1942, Italy's defeat in the Second World War, ended foreign domination. 
Britein managed Eritrean affairs for some years under U.N. Trusteeship. 


A resolution by the U.N. General Assembly federated Eritrea with Ethiopia 
on September 15, 1952. This lasted for another ten years. In 1962, 

Haile Selassie's unilateral abrogation of its rules without a reference 

to the U.N. demolished all hope of independence. Actually, the struggle 
had already started during the unhappy days of the federation. Now it 
entered another phase. In the initial stages, they were totally on their 
own. Slowly, recognition by individual countries came. Now their cause 
has won greater recognition and, they are receiving more aid. Nevertheless, 
whatever assistance they are getting falls far short of their requi.ements. 
The world should have helped them when they experienced what is now being 
experienced by the Afghans. They too have refugees, totalling about half 

a million, living in the Sudan, as the Afghans live in Pakistan today. 


Taha was all praise for the Sudanese for their consideration and help to 
the Eritreans forced to leave their homes. Despite the attention of the 
Sudan Government they all wish to return to their homeland. So would 
Taha. It is a dream. They are all fighting to make it come true. 








Taha finds a number of similarities between events in Afghanistan and 
those around Eritrea six year back. Successive Ethiopean leaders went the 
way of top Afghan leaders like Daud and Taraki and Ameen. In 1974, the 
Ethiopean emperor died in his sleep. I1t seemed quite natural except that 
emperors do not die like common folk. Gas poisoning was suspected as the 
cause of his death. "His successor, Gen. Aman Andom was gunned down in 
his house." Taha says, "Next came Gen Teferri Bante. He was machined- 
gunned in a Cabinet meeting. It all sounds familiar this process brought 
the present Head of State, Col. Mengistu Haile Mariam to power. Meanwhile, 
accords were signed with Soviet Russia. Then came advisers, followed by 
about 20,000 Cubans." 


For Taha, recent events in Afghanistan are nothing new. Had the world 
sympathized with the Eritreans and tried to understand and solve their 
problems, Afghanistan could have been avoided. He is right of course but 
Eritrea its not the only example of the world conscience turning the other 
way when confronted with reality. Palestine, South Africa, Angola, Chad, 
Namibia, Vietnam of the sixties, Kampuchea, Uganda, etc., point towards a 
world of vested interests deciding the destinies of small nations. The 
super~Power, particularly are undermining the Muslim countries. One hopes 
that with Afghanistan, the world will shed its complacency. The Islamic 
world should defend its borders collectively against all threats. Taha 
Mohammad Nur, guerilla fighter turned diplomat, feels that a collective 
awareness of our responsibilities is tne only way the Muslim world can keep 
itself free of super-Power domination.

DETAILS PROVIDED ON FATAL RAILROAD ACCIDENT 
Conakry HOROYA in French 29 Dec 79 p 8 


(excerpts) An ore transport train from the Office of Bauxite of Kindia 
hauling 43 cars to the Port of Conakry collided, in early evening Wednesday, 
with a train which was performing routine operations in front of the port's 
station, a little before the elevated runway. 


the ore transport train, which was trailing three locomotives, carried in 
its cars a load of 2500 tons of high quality bauxite. Its collision with 
two other switching locomotives which were hauling, in the other direction 
and on the same track, an empty car in order to clear the track, provoked 
a real drama, The encounter was violent and deadly, a genuine cascade of 
gunfire. Rails were uprooted for a distance of 600 meters, while the cars 
dumped their contents, obstructing the Conakry-Fria transits in this area. 
Hurled a distance of several decameters from the point of impact, the 
locomotives, which burst open to their bauxite bins, caught on fire and 
threw several tons into the mangrove swamp. It took more than 2 hours for 
the fire brigade to stamp out the flames, whose height exceeded 20 meters. 


This would have constituted an even more serious danger for the port's 
petroleum-producing installations. Nevertheless, as they say in the 
capital, God saved us from the worst by locating the epicenter of the 
catastrophe out of the harbor installations. Thus, without being able to 
receive statements from its occupants, we encountered Fode Mamoudou Diallo, 
stationmaster for the Port of Conakry. 


He relates: 


Before the announcement of the train, we had two other locomotives which 
were switching between our station and the port of delivery. These opera- 
tions consist of clearing track II (the one leading to Simbaya) by removing 
the empty cars there in order to park them on track III, But before this, 
the Simbaya dispatcher requested the track for train 22 and I granted it 

to him. In giving our agreement we were of the opinion that we could finish 
the switching operations, when it is known that this train always takes 40 
minutes to reach us and especially since when it would reach us, it would 








be still obliged to stop at our station's red light. It could proceed in 
the direction of the port only on our order. Thus, we were hastily continu- 
ing our work when only one empty car remained on track II. And it was when 
the two locomotives left track III for track II in order to pull this last 
shunted car that train 22 appeared at 1525. Without observing the usual 

red light, the train was running at an excessive speed. Thus, train 22 ran 
into the two stopped switching locomotives. 


In this accident Soviet expert Valentine Evgrafov Koutchev, head of the 
"transport" section, died while comrade conductors Amadou Diop and Hadji 
Barry and assistant drives Mohamed Sako and Ibrahima Bah, were admitted 
to Deen Ignace Hospital for serious burns and injuries. 


These are the facts, the investigation continues. But it has been estab- 
lished that the railroad catastrophe is due to a defect in the brake-level 
automatic control system.

ABSENTEEISM, LAXITY AMO «— WORKERS SCORED 
Conakry HORVYA in Frei -h 29 Dec 79 pp 1, 6 


[Excerpts] These days -he National Confederation of Workers of Guinea and 
the minister of labor have initiated a genuine war against an evil, the 
crisis in work-related conscientiousness, and the perpetrators of the evil, 
those individuals who are conspicuous by their absenteeism, their unjustified 
delays at their work stations, in short, by their nonworking or counterwork 
actions. 


In fact, how can there be just cause for wondering, in spite of the party's 
work in education and in the creation of conscientiousness, in spite of the 
great attention of the people's government, the workers’ government, to 
work, in spite of the state-party's inestimable concern with regard to 
workers, how, we say, do some persons distinguish themselves by their idle- 
ness, their lack of conscientiousness with regard to work, which alone 
creates, ensures happiness, guarantees life? 


Absolutely nothing can justify it. For, the party does not go against the 
interests of the working ciiss. On the contrary! Its mobilizing ideology 
urges the militant to take concrete action in order to create well-being. 


But alas, some department heads are the first to turn their backs to their 
duty. With a total lack of conscientiousness, they set the lead for 
absenteeism, laziness, speculations and trading. It is obvious that this 
reprehensible behavior, in return, undermines the authority of its perpe- 
trators. In this way, anarchy is being established within the unity in 
accordance with which each worker identifies his behavior with that of the 
department head. Confusion is the consequence of all of this. This is an 
evil which opportunists and schemers, profit and position seekers, succeed. 
But it is an evil which also ruins the true values, those acquired from 
the revolutionary ideology. The only purifying treatment which is of any 
value in this matter is that one must "place the man who is needed where 
he is needed."

It must educate, 
it is true, but punishment also educates. With the milieu purified in 
this way, the genuine and good workers will emerge without question. It 
is these workers who must be accomodated and rewarded without any ulterior 
motive.

ORGANIZED CHANGE EXPECTED IN 1980 
Dakar AFRICA in French Jan 80 pp 27-28

[Text] At last! The speech of hope, so long awaited 
and so long postponed, was finally given by President 
Felix Houphouet-Boigny on the occasion of the anni- 
versary of national independence. The occasion lent 
an exceptional solemnity to the presidential message. 


A solemnity which would be heard again on 19 December, at the opening ses- 
sion of the annual meeting of the secretaries general of the subsections 
of the PDCI-RDA [Democratic Party of the Ivory Coast-African Democratic 
Rally]. <A solemnity because of the ceremony, of course, but used deliber- 
ately to provoke a psychological shock, which is obviously expected to 

be transformed into a sudden shock of renewed political conscience. 


In the two circumstances, on 7 December as well as on 19 December, Presi- 
dent Felix Houphouet-Boigny carefully avoided misusing his historic prestige 

and raised no scarecrows in order to impose silence on the discontented 

and resignation on the pessimists. On the contrary, with the smiling 
serenity of a man who has dominated his destiny and also with the clarity 

and simplicity of a schoolmaster, he gladly went about introducing new 

ideas to the Ivory Coast political debate. He did it with his customary 
kill, with his inimitable art of putting forth something new, without 

causing disruption. He did it so well that his fellow citizens seemed, 

at first, not to have noticed anything. They commented only, without 
gentleness it is true, on the causes of the high cost of living and of 

unemployment which, while formerly unknown in the Ivory Coast, are beginning 

to weigh heavily on the national community, which is feeling the effects 

of the world economic recession, accompanied by the mental depression and 

the decline in civic behavior which a growing uneasiness is bringing to 

the people themselves, people who for 20 years have known only abundance 

and security.

The Year of the Seventh Congress 


lt was slowly, after many days, that the presidential message caught the 
attention of our minds and of the most varied groups and revealed its true 
meaning: the appeal made to the Ivorian people to wage a new fight, the 

one for economic independence and the protection of the political experience. 
And the president reminded them that 1980 will be the year of the Seventh 
Congress, that is, the year for a new balance which will assign in the near 
future to its national foundations three themes, of which this one is the 
most important: "change within stability, in other words, the evolution 

of the structures of the party.’ Two weeks later, the Ivorian leader 
elaborated upon this theme: "The more a country becomes developed," he 
said, ‘the more it raises serious problems for its leaders, because its 
citizens are be:cter educated, better informed, make more and more demands. 
They want at least to understand the government's actions... Well," he 
said, “we must admit it, the masses have the impression they have been some- 
what forgotten, left to themselves, they no longer feel concerned or moti- 
vated," 


The quotation, which we intentionally quoted at lengch, contains trans- 
parently a pledge and shows in its substance the will to begin the dynamics 
of renewal. The pledge is made more specific by the official convocation 
of the next congress, which was to take place in October 1980, but which 
exceptionally, has been moved up 6 months. Through it, the very dynamics 
of renewal will start, which will accentuate, day by day, their pressure 
for clarification, which will give the people and those who are attending 
the congress less complicated and less vague perspectives than those which 
prevail at present. In addition, President Felix Houphouet-Boigny did 

not leave to anyone else the task of clearing the political terrain of its 
paralyzing ambiguities. He wanted personally to get rid of the specula- 
tions of certain hack journalists, who are unskilled or being manipulated, 
speculations which were weighing down the Ivorian ship of state. 


Among those speculations, there were two, linked together perhaps in their 
origin and doubtless by the implications that their authors attributed 

to them. The first concerns the possib lity of a vacancy at the top, a 
possibility that the excellent health of the president and his determina- 
tion to remain in his job as long as the country has confidence in him, 
will not occur for several years. 


No Prime Minister 


The second speculation, which, since 1974, had been dividing and paralyzing 
the Ivorian leadership class, was stubbornly fixed on the naming of a prime 
minister. On that point, the position of the "Old Man," which has never 
changed, remains categorical: the rumor about the naming of a prime minister 
“is in reality an insidious campaign which is being carried on with an 

eve on the accession of power by the supreme court in case of a vacancy 

at the top.” 








[he president could not have been more clear, 


His experience, which he has been able to master lucidly, permits him 
therefore to alert the attentive readiness of his tellow citizens to a 
vague and distorted political phenomenon which his analysis makes perfectly 
clear: there are certainly both inside and outside the party strategies 
intended to overwhelm and to harass (and why not a power takeover?) inspired 
by impatient ambitions to the detriment of constitutional legitimacy or of 
the treely expressed will of the political structures. 


It is doubtless in these strategies of self-promotion that can be found the 
origin of the extraordinary propensity of prominent public figures to oppose 
each other, to detest each other and to challenge each other in ridiculous 
fights, causing serious misunderstandings in public opinion, often replacing 
the indispensable constructive and dynamic coming together of different 
temperaments, experiences and minds. It will now be necessary to dissipate 
as soon as possible--at the very latest, during the Seventh Congress-- 

this climate of division and egotism. 


End of the Clan Struggles 


Ihe quality of the men and of the relationships between them must be sub- 
tituted for the political maneuvering and the tactics of the clan. The 
nation must open up to a new dimension of its collective spirit and stand 

up, in fraternity, against the demons and the perils which crush hope. 
According to the president, it is that will which seems to be at the heart 
of his reflections and of the action which he will undertake in 1980, as 
well as during his next term of office. 


Because, beyond the shadow of a doubt, he will once again be at the helm 
ifter the elections of 1980. He says so himself. And the Ivory Coast 
particularly knows that it gets its magnetic force from the influence of 
its founding father. In all probability, in the years to come, the presi- 
dent will be assisted by a vice president. Which is doubtless one way to 
begin what he calls himself, “change within continuity." 


But in that hypothesis, as in any other, it would be dangerous and useless 
to ‘make a prognosis” as to the movement of the public figures who are 
involved in the development of the institutions of the state and of the 
party. But one thing seems certain to the observer who has some knowledge 
of Ivorian affairs? President Felix Houphouet-Boigny will not give the 
legitimacy which he has received from history to a possible successor 
unless he has the deep conviction that this successor is capable, through 
his exemplary conduct, his absolute honesty and his patriotic loyalty, of 
keeping and obtaining by himself the legitimacy of popular suffrage. 


Double Legitimacy 


\o pretender, to whatever generation he belongs, could do without that 
double legitimacy which comes from the president and from the people. 





‘h should reconcile all the pretenders gives the Ivory Coast, 
in any case, two assurances: a controlled evolution and the coming into 

oftice or the solemn confirmation of a successor who will do his apprentice- 
hi» as the national head of the affairs of state, at the side of President 
Felix Houphouet-Boigny. Logically, political stability and the pursuit 

of Ivorian development follow along this path. The future congress of the 
party will most likely spell out its institutional outlines and its opera- 


tional mechanisms. 


in this perspective, the man of the future that the president judges to 

be adapted to the situation, will be chosen because of his ability to develop 
a personality broad enough to bear the imposing heritage of Houphouet. An 
enormous task, which requires many solid qualities, those which allowed 

a peasant from Yamoussoukro to raise his country to the first rank of 


African nations.

Minister Angry With Councillors

‘Text| The city of Nairobi has long had many problems. Its slums are 
spreading while new housing projects cannot be completed on time. The 
number of schools need to be increased if all children of school-going 

ages in the city are to be provided with basic education. Council-run 
clinics and hospitals are having to cope with an increasing number of 
patients. Roads in many parts of the city are full of potholes, and the 
water supply system used in Nairobi needs to be reviewed to cope with 

the growth in population and the urban sprawl. Despite all these problems, 
some newly~elected councillors appear over the past few weeks, to have been 
more concerned about their own petty differences based on personality 
clashes than the problems facing the people of Nairobi who elected them. 


Some councillors requisitioned a special meeting for today to discuss the 
general administration of the city under the new Mayor, Coun. Nathan 
Kahara, allegedly as part of a plan to seek to oust him. The move was 
said to have been backed by 36 of them, but late last week about the same 
number of councillors suddenly decided they had total confidence in 

Mr. Kahara, and yesterday the Minister for Local Government and Urban 
Development, Mr Charles Rubia, directed the Town Clerk, Mr Simon Getonga, 
to cancel today's meeting, which, if it had gone ahead in its original 
form, was expected to have been used to pass a vote of no-confidence in 
the Mayor, paving the way for his removal. 


this dramatic change of events at City Hall has come at a time when very 
many people in the city and elsewhere in the country were starting to get 
worried about the squabbles at City Hall. Many suspected that tribalism 
was their root cause and it was fitting that the Vice-President, Mr Mwai 
Kibaki, called on the Mayor yesterday and chose the occasion to remind the 





suuncillors that they were morally obliged to deliver services to wananchi 
instead of engaging in internal fights. As the Vice-President also pointed 
out, it becomes extremely disturbing when leaders waste a lot of time on 
petty squabbles instead of agreeing on how to achieve the targets they 
have set for themselves. 


Reminding the councillors that Kenya is one of the few African countries 
which still respect democracy, the Vice-President asked them not to forget 
he rules of the game in the whole exercise of democracy. Though he did 
not list the rules, it was clear that he wanted those who could not have 
their way in the Mayor-making or who were not chosen to head the various 

ommittees of the council to accept the outcome. 


As the capital of the country, Nairobi simply cannot be allowed to be led 
by people who do not seem to be sufficiently dedicated to solving the 
problems facing wananchi in the city. Mr Rubia's threat yesterday that 

he may be forced to dissolve Nairobi City Council if the warring factions 
do not stop their clashes and get down to proper civic business is no idle 
threat. 


Mr Rubia has reason to be angry with councillors as well as officials at 
City Hall. His directive in December that councillors and civic officials 
should own only one council house was first heard when he announced his 
famous one-man-one-house plan. He also asked for a list of people in 

this category with more than one civic dwelling, plot or market stall. 

lt appears the Minister is not satisfied with the manner in which his 
directive was handled. Like the Minister, wananchi too were not pleased 
with the way his directive appeared to have been ignored. The public will 
therefore be extremely pleased with Mr Rubia's action in appointing a 
three-man Ministry team to probe the reasons for the council's noncompliance 
with his directive. 


lt is common knowledge that some councillors and former councillors own 
more than one council property (this includes tenant-purchase houses, 
market stalls and rental houses). When the Minister directs that the 
"extra’’ houses must be given back and nothing happens there is something 
seriously wrong somewhere. Mr Rubia must be congratulated on following 

is directives through with action. We trust it will unearth the truth. 
The probe team has a difficult task ahead, but it must go ahead. As the 
Minister has said the councillors and officials at City Hall must demon- 
strate by deeds that they mean to cooperate with the Government in its 
efforts to rid public institutions of the evils of nepotism and corruption. 
\nything less is just not good enough.

MINISTER SHOULD SEE IF CORRUPTION EXISTS IN COUNCIL

[Text] When President Moi left for his trip abroad last week he realized 
he was leaving behind a serious problem in Nairobi City Council where 
there is an obvious tug-of-war for leadership. 


The war, | am reliably informed, is centred around one personality who is 
said to be "ignoring" long-standing "rules" concerning the running of coun- 
cil affairs. 


The man | am talking about is the Mayor, Coun. Nathan Kahara, and the 
"rules,'' which incidentally are unwritten, concern the perpetuation of the 
dominance of one ethnic group in running the affairs of the council. 
Because of this unwritten "rule," the City Council has in the past been 
infested with all sorts of practices which go hand in hand with nepotism 
and sectionalism. To get ~ top job in the Council one had to come from 
District X in Central Province. To get one's overtime claims approved, I 
am informed, one had to come from District X in Central Province and if 
anyone left the service of the council then he or she was replaced by some- 
one from District X in Central Province. 


Whether these allegations made about the council in the past were true or 
not, they constituted an important part of campaign slogans in the last 
elections. Almost every candidate who wanted the people's votes to put 

him into the council talked of his ability to fight corruption and nepotism. 
In that manner, many people found themselves in the City Council, but these 
problems still remain unsolved. 


Once they were elected, the councillors were confronted with the problem 

of electing a Mayor; and, since the Nyayo philosophy was still fresh in 
people's minds, naturally they elected a person who promised to waste little 
time in cleaning the cobwebs in the corridors of City Hall. 








The unwritten "rule" of appointing and electing only people from District 
X trom Central Province was also broken when the question of electing 

the Deputy Mayor was considered. "Bravo, Nairobi Councillors!" the 
wananchi in Nairobi shouted when they saw signs of councillors acting to 
ibolish nepotism, tribalism and clannism about which the previous councils 


have been accused. 


But when it was clear that both the Mayor and the Deputy Mayor, Coun. 
Chadwick Adongo, were seriously concerned about cleaning up the mess in 

the City Council a number of councillors were said to be ganging up with 

the aim of getting rid of the Mayor. I am informed that over 30 councillors 
are preparing to pass a vote of no-confidence in the leadership of Coun. 
Kahara. Wananchi who elected the councillors must ask themselves a few 
questions. What are the mistakes of Coun. Kahara? What kind of leader- 
ship do the anti-Kahara councillors want? 


To begin with, it is common knowledge that in the past, many councillors 
did not represent the poor wananchi living in this city but they were 

oing to City Hall only to swell their already fat pocket books. This is 
a tact which even the Minister for Local Government and Urban Development, 
Mr Charles Rubia, acknowledged when he demanded that all councillors with 
“extra’’ council properties should hand them back. By the way, what 
happened to that directive? 


lt is quite clear that with a man like Coun. Kahara at the top there are 
very tew chances left for councillors to enrich themselves at the expense 
of wananchi. There can be no "extra" properties for councillors if the 
Mayor does not back corrupt practices. 


With the ‘layor opposed to corruption there can be no reservation of jobs 

for only people from District X in Central Province. Under Kahara's 
leadership, tribalism, nepotism and clannism will have to be buried. In 
other words, those who want to work as councillors under Kahara must be 
dedicated people only interested in serving the people and not merely 
enriching themselves. Could it be that, that is the major reason why 

some councillors want to get rid of the Mayor? If that is the case, do they 
nave the backing of the wananchi who elected them? If they were to face 

the people of this city once more in an election what are the chances 

of their being returned to the council? 


Like the President, Mr Rubia recently asked the councillors to stop 
washing their dirty linen in public. The Minister said that the Govern- 
ment will not allow petty squabbles in local authorities to interfere with 
service to the public. The Minister called on councillors to refrain 

from undermining one another and to cooperate in order to deliver the 
goods to the people. Whereas it is true that there is an apparent attempt 
by some councillors to undermine others, the Minister is not right to call 
the present row at City Hall "petty." The quarrels are based on matters 
of principle of Nyayoism is being involved. One group of councillors is 








making a very serious allegation against certain officials within the 
council and it is demanding an investigation to determine whether or not 
these officials have committed any offences. 


hey are public officials holding public jobs and if there is any sus- 

picion that they are not performing their jobs as they are expected to 

then the whole affair is subject to a public debate. The Mayor happens 
to be in this group of councillors. 


The other group of councillors does not want anything to be said about 
corruption. They want no investigation and, as a matter of fact, they 
want to get rid of the Mayor simply because he is going too far for their 
liking. 


it would appear anti-Kahara councillors see little chance of benefiting 
from the council with him as the boss. These can hardly be described as 
“petty squabbles." 


Instead, the Minister should take a keen interest and find out whether 
there was corruption in the council. So why doesn't he block the move to 
oust Kahara? Why?

MINISTER OF BASIC EDUCATION DISCUSSES DUTIES, PLANS 
Nairobi SUNDAY NATION in English 17 Feb 80 p 5 


[Interview with Minister for Basic Education, Moses Mudayadi, last week in 
Nairobi by John Esibi] 


'Text] Q. Having been recently appointed Kenya's Minister for Basic Edu- 
cation, Mr Mudavadi, could you perhaps begin by outlining the main respon- 
sibilities with which you are charged? 


A. My role starts from the nursery schools which hitherto have been under 
the Ministry of Housing and Social Services. But I should point out, how- 
ever, that pre-primary education will be directly under respective local 
authorities, which will be responsible for financing such schools. 


What my Ministry will provide is merely expertise, that is syllabus and in- 
spection. The Ministry for Basic Education will be directly in charge of 
primary education. That is from Std. I to Std. VII plus two more extra 


classes. 


In short, primary education will now cover up to the present Form II, which 
we plan to call Std. IX. We intend to move fast to provide a nine-year 
course of primary education. 


The Ministry of Higher Education takes over from the present Form III to 
Form VI. 


My Ministry also will now be in charge of teacher training colleges 

for primary schools such as Shanzu, Kagumo, Iregi, Kisii, Kericho, etc. 
These colleges train Pl, P2 and P3 as these teachers eventually get 
employed in primary schools. 


Also placed within my Ministry now is the responsibility of the Kenya 
School Equipment Scheme, which is responsible for supplying equipment to 
all primary schools. 
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[ am also in charge of the Kenya Teachers Service Commission and you will 
be surprised to note that I intend to decentralize the TSC to ensure 

that in each district there is an office to ease congestion at the Head- 
quarters, 


Ihe Kenya tnstitute of Fducation (KIE) also comes directly under my 
Ministry as well as the School Feeding Scheme. What we share with the 
Ministry for Higher Education is the Examination Section, in that we still 
have the CPE and the KJSE examinations, although the Ministry for Higher 
Education is in charge of "0" Level examinations. 


Q. This therefore means that there will be reo: ganization in that in 
every existing ,»rimary school there will have to be an addition of two 
extra classrooms. Who is going to handle the construction of the extra 
c Llassrooms? 


A. With the present financial crisis that the country now faces, we can- 
not expect the Government alone to put up these additional two classrooms 
in about 10,000 primary schools throughout the Republic. 


While the Government, through my Ministry, intends to do all it can to 
assist in this goal, we will expect assistance from the local people. In 
this Nyayo era, we intend to move pretty very fast to implement nine 
years of primary education. This should not be later than 1983. 


My appeal to wananchi now should be: Let us all join hands and pull 
together to implement the country's nine-year primary education. United 
we stand, divided, we fall. With the spirit of Harambee, I am sure we 
will succeed. 


{ 


Q. Some areas are less fortunate than others, in that where you find 
influential politicians, the Harambee call succeeds. Where there are 
no influential leaders, you have a poor response. Don't you thing this 
fact is likely to affect the nation's pace of primary education? 


A. True. I agree with you in that in some arid areas, the Harambee effort 
may not be as ripe as it is in certain other areas. In such areas, 
special consideration will be given by the Government. 


We will not have to move to a nine-year primary education all at once. 
We intend to move fast but gradually in respective areas. What we will 
not do is to hold back unnecessary areas which are ready to implement a 
nine-year primary education. 


Q. What happens to those classrooms of the present Forms I and II in 
the existing secondary schools? Since the Ministry for Higher Education 
will no longer be in charge of those forms, wouldn't it be a wise thing 
to let the pupils use the classrooms in those schoois, but under the 
umbrella of your Ministry? 
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A. No. Much as they would have wished to utilize such facilities, the 
secondary schools which do have such classrooms will later find it nec- 
essary to increase their intake. They may have a double stream. 


We will have to go by our plan and construct two extra classrooms in the 
existing primary schools. 


We intend to provide children with technical as well as handicraft educa- 
tion. Hence we require these additional two classrooms. Unlike the 
position today, we intend to bring up our children in such a way 

that after the nine-year primary education, a child who does not do well 

to qualify for secondary education could utilize the skills he or she 
acquired during the primary education to earn a living. We want to prepare 
them to be self-reliant. 


Q. What type of examination will the primary education graduates have to 
sit in the end? Will the examination still remain the present CPE, KJSE, 
or will your Ministry introduce new examination? 


A. Both examinations will have to continue for a while. That is, where 
we will still not have facilities for nine-year education, where is only 
Std. VII, CPE will continue being taken. 


Facilities 


But where we have facilities for a nine-year education, we intend .. 

give the KJSE, but this will have only to be possible after the iu, .emen- 
tation of the Gachathi Report so that it serves as the basis upon which we 
will judge those eligible for entering higher education. We may have to 
alter the name of the examination to suit our environment. But that we 
are still deciding. 


QO. What is the number of children we are catering for during the current 
Development Plan (1979-83) period? 


A. At the moment while catering for Std I up to Std VII and without con- 
sidering the preprimary kids, we are catering for about four million 
children. But when we move into nine-year primary education, we anticipate 
we will cater for about six million children by the end of 1983. 


Q. The Government insists that for a child to be admitted to Std I, it has 
to have gone through preprimary education. Yet at the same time in some 
areas, particularly in rural areas, there are no facilities for preprimary 
education. Can you explain this anomaly? 


A. While we are encouraging the local authorities to try and open up as 
many pre-primary schools as possible throughout the Republic, I have in 
my Capacity as Minister for Basic Education written to headmasters directing 








them not to deny admitting children into Std I, merely because such children 
never attended preprimary education. 


Where facilities for preprimary education do not exist, we cannot afford 
to deny a child of school age (that is from the age of five onwards) 
admission into Std lI. 


As for the right age for preprimary education, I would say it all depends 
on individual families. 


Q. You stated earlier on that your Ministry does not directly deal with 
preprimary education. Yet in some areas, say in Nairobi, some individuals 
running preprimary schools and/or nurseries charge so exorbitantly that we 
fear some average families may soon decide against the whole process. 

Don't you chink it is high time your Ministry took over this responsibility? 


A. | agree with you that some individuals providing such facilities do 
charge very high fees. But at the moment my Ministry cannot take direct 
responsibility of running such schools. What has happened is that such 
institutions have merely been transferred from the Ministry of Housing 
and Social Services to this Ministry, but without being held responsible 
for financial undertakings. 


Financial responsibility for preprimary schools will now lie with various 
local authorities, but are not the responsibility of the Ministry of 

Basic Education. All that we will provide for them is inspectorate facili- 
ties and syllabus. Nothing more. We may perhaps also assist them by 
training teachers. 


Q. What is your Ministry doing to encourage local people to contribute 
suitable books for our children to study in schools? And what is going 
to be the medium of instruction in our schools, English, Kiswahili or 
vernaculars? 


A. Let us deal first with the curriculum issue. We are making use of 
the Kenya Institute of Education to develop the right curriculum for our 
schools. We do realize how important it is for us to prepare well the 
child at the initial stage. 


At KIE, we have employed a majority of local people to draw up suitable 
syllabus for all our schools right from preprimary up to secondary level. 
We are encouraging local people to come out with as many suitable books as 
possible. 


[ have before me a book entitled THE THINKING CHILD, which I am told has 
been written by a local writer, Mohammed Mbwana. We want to encourage our 
people to come out and give us as many books as possible to replace the 
foreign written books. 
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“ i theretore encourage and recommend the use in our schools of suitable 
woks provided they have been approved by us through KLE. As tor the medium 
instruction, again it will have to depend.

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SHOPKEEPERS TAKE ADVANTAGE OF SHORTAGES TO EXPLOIT CUSTOMERS 
Nairobi DAILY NATION in English 30 Jan 80 p 14

[Text] Shortages have become a way of life recently. First, it was rice. 
Then went wheat flour, then milk and finally vegetables. Some of these 

are due to reasons beyond human control as in the case of prolonged drought 
which, hopefully, should be ended in the coming weeks. Others are man-made 
and for which our Nyayo Government has zipped into action. 


The housewife, the consumer and the poor Kenyan is affected most with 
these shortages of basic foodstuffs. The small shopkeeper round the cor- 
ner takes undue advantage of these shortages and exploits the customers. 
Daily, the newspaper columns are full of news about these shortages and 
the "letters" page is full of readers’ complaints on how they have been 
squeezed by the unscrupulous shopkeepers. 


First, the rice shortage which hit us just before Christmas. The various 
reasons for it like the breakdown of the packaging machinery and the two- 
kilo packs, were brought to light by reports in the NATION at that time. 
The long term problem of inadequate production of local rice is another 
matter and will require imports in the near future and increase of rice 
acreage for the long term. 


But the distribution network can be improved. After publishing a list of 
rice distributors, the customers, only get more frustrated when they find 
out that these distributors do not have rice. What is there to prevent 
them from saying they have run out of rice? The rear of the law. True, 
the law has cracked down on them in a few cases but what is required is not 
mere fines but imprisonment. The fines are easily paid from their extra 
profits but the imprisonment will teach them a better lesson. 


Moreover, all distributors should be required to display how much rice 
they received from the Cereals Board and how much they have in stock at the 
end of the day. Then we know that no under-the-counter deals are possible. 
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Now the milk. The reasons for these shortages are also well known. In 

one word; Drought. This should soon end as the first rains have recently 
come already and more should be on the way. But the crooked deals of the 
shopkeepers who force a customer to buy bread before they will sell him or 
her a packet of milk must be stopped. But how? This is the more difficult 
part of the problem. 


Perhaps the shopkeeper could be prosecuted under the law but that is hardly 
a deterrent for many of them as they will pay the fine. When bread was in 
short supply, they pushed some other slow moving item to sell a loaf of 
bread to their favourite customer. Now milk is in short supply and they 
tag bread with it. 


Short of boycotting the shopkeeper, there is no recourse for the customer. 


Perhaps exposure in the newspaper of the name and address of the shopkeeper 
would act as a deterrent. 


One complaint the shopkeepers voice is that the KCC or the Cereals Board 
distribute their products to the major distributors but the smaller outlets 
have to get their supplies from them. This is how they pass the buck to 
someone else for the shortage artificially created. 


The customer has no way of checking on this and has to take it as gospel 
truth. 


Rut all these petty tricks deny the customer essential goods. The only 
tope is that the shortages seem to be at the tailend and let's hope the 
consumer will get a square deal.

MOTORISTS and transporters will have to 
dig deeper into their pockets from today 
when Firestone’s new tyre and tubes prices, 
showing a 20-25 per cent across-the-board 
hike. take effect. 

Reliable sources said yesterday that the 
new pfices, circulated by Firestone to its 
distributors three days ago, will hit the 
mass transport and tourist sector par- 
ticularly hard, coming es they do in the 
wake of recent oil price increases.

Although the new tyres and tubes price 
list has already gone out to the principal 
distributors, leading consumers of the 
firm's products vesterday complained to the 
NA TION about the company’s failure to 
pass the word on to them officially 

According to two Firestone distributors, 
the new proposed prices will involve the 
company's entire range of 70 different sizes 
of tyres and tubes 

The circular from Firestone said hikes 
in ot! and material prices, as wellas produ- 
ction costs, had caused the price increase. 
The com ‘s last price increase was in 
Apni, 1979. 

The sources said imported tyres would 
now be expected ‘‘to cost a fortune in view 
of the price increase of locally- tyres. 

The imported ty:es ‘include Michelin, 
Good Year, Bridgeston Pirelli, Alliance, 
Uni Royal and an iiaported brand of 
Firestone tyre. 

Une leading gee transporter, 
meanwhile, said he would automatically 
impose a five per cent hike on transport 
charges because of the rise in tyre prices 
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However, the chairman of the Unitea 
Touring Co. Mr. J.C. Clymo, indicated that 
Kenya Bus Services Ltd. would have no 
option but to absorb the Firestone hikes. 

Mr. Clymo said: “We understand bus 
tyres are to go up by 25 per cent. It will 
increase our costs.’ 

But he ruled out another KBS bus fare 
increase, ‘‘we have just raised the 


fares. We will have to absorb the tyre 
price increase and not pase it on to 


passengers. 

He was still waiting however for formal 
notification from Firestone about the price 
increases. “We are one of their leading 
clients, and it is rather surprising that we 
have had no official notification from 
them,” he said. 

Mr. Clymo said there vas no intention at 
present to put up UTC tcurist fares because 
of the Firestone increase. This was because 
tourist fares were always negotiated in 
aed with overseas tourist operators, he 
said. 

Mr. Shamshuddin Khosla, managing 
director uf Coast Hauliers and Highways 
Carriers Ltd., of Mombasa, one of the coun- 
try's leading transporters, said: ‘‘It is going 
to be very bad for us because costs will h: ve 
to go up automatically by ae much as five 
per cent.

FRG TO INCREASE AlD--Kenya will get financial aid to the tune of Sh. 700 
million from West Germany during the coming year. The Permanent Secretary 
to the Ministry of Economic Planning and Development, Mr Mule, said today 
Kenyans were still negotiating for more aid. He said Kenya had hoped to 
get more during President Moi's State visit here. He said the Bonn admin- 
istration had been extremely understanding and had taken into account all 
of Kenya's requests, although no specific projects had been readily iden- 
tified for the current aid packet.

REPORT RATES HIGHLY NATION'S PROTECTION OF HUMAN RIGHTS 
Monrovia THE LIBERIAN AGE in English 19 Feb 80 pp 2, 8 


[Text] The practice of protecting human rights in Liberia has been rated 
highly in an international Human Rights report released here over the 
weekend. 


The report said that the Liberian Government, under President Tolbert, has 
increased its etforts to promote development throughout the country. 


it said Dr Tolbert's simultaneous development program had given added 
impetus in bringing social justice and equality of opportunity to all 
Liberians. 


On Penal Law and institutions, the report said torture was neither sanc- 
tioned nor practiced in Liberia, and noted that prison conditions had 
improved beginning the first half of the 20th century. 


The report said prisoners underwent corrective measures at new and 
rehabilitated prisons, while religious groups operated, and visitors of 
the inmates were permitted at Liberia's prisons. 


The report pointed out that "there were no known political prisoners in 
Liberia," and the right and practice of public trials were guaranteed. 


In an effort to aid a large segment of the population in subsistance 
farming, the report said, the Government focused its current four-year 
Development Plan on increase in agricultural production. 


The report said the plan concentrated on rice self-sufficiency, cash- 
cropping of rice, rubber, oil palm, coffee and cocoa. 


It said government's success in revenue collection made more money avail- 
able for development purposes and the delivery of social amenities to the 
Liberian people. 


The basic freedom of mankind, including that of speech, press religion, 
assembly, association and movement are a constitutional guarantee in 
Liberia, the report said. 
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iting the vernment's defense of press freedom in iberia during the 


UAL summit here last July, the report said the press had used equal free- 
dom to expose corrupt public tndividuals in Liberta. 


ihe report cast a high hope that the legisiature would in 1950, examine 
and broaden suftrage eligibility criteria in Liberta. 


Liberia was applauded in the report for enviable record in the advance- 
ment of women to positions of responsibility and influence. 


Ihe report soid President Tolbert had been a leading Human Rights advo- 
cate, and as such, there had been no suspicion of human rights violat‘on 
that gave rise to a call for international investigations. 


[he report recalled the recent U.N. human rights commission seminar held 
here recently, and rated Liberia as a “vanguard of promoting human rights 
conse lousness in Africa.” 


[he report said ‘President Tolbert remains publicly committed to human 
rights and has resisted pressures to violate them in the name of 
expediency. 


“This public speeches almost always include references supportive of 
human rights,’ the report concluded.

GOVERNMENT TAKES MEASURES TO PREVENT NIOC'S BANKRUPTCY 
Monrovia THE LIBERIAN AGE in English 19 Feb 80 pp l, <

[Text] The Government has taken strong measures to keep the National Iron 
Ore Company (NIOC) from going bankrupt following reports that the Company 
was experiencing grave financial and technical problems, Lands and Mines 
Minister Cletus Wortorson disclosed in his annual report. 


He said these constraints that are interrelated were adversely affecting 
the operations of the company in such a manner that requires careful stu- 
dies and immediate solutions for a continuous and profitable venture. 


The company, which operates at Mano Mines, is 50 percent owned by the 
Liberian Government and had a management contract with Mines Management 
Associates, Ltd. (MMAL), that introduced an expansion programme in 1972 
intended to improve the quality of the products. 


The Minister attributed the failure of this expansion programme to errors 
in the process engineering which up to last year have not been completely 
solved, saving that consequently by 1978, the operations were incapable of 
producing sufficient quantity of ore to meet its long term sales contract. 


"Because of a 100 percent increase in the cost of fuel and also due to 
inflation, the Company experienced a serious deterioration in its cashflow 
to meet long term debt commitment capital investment as well as cost of 
macerial and supplies," the Minister stressed in his report. 


In taking the strong measures, the government successfully negoti-ted 
with major creditors a moratorium on debt payment until measures were 
taken to correct a financial and technical problems of the Mine. 


The government also terminated the management contract with MMAL which 
had been reportedly shown to add to the financial burden of NIOC and 
established an overdraft facility at the Chase Manhattan Bank to bridge 
the liquidity gap of the Company.

ihe government also initiated discussions with the World Bank to secure 
financing tor capital investment for the rehabilitation of the railroad 
and St Paul Bridge, and to improve the availability and utilization of 
the Mine and Plant, according to the Minister's report. 


Settlement Fees 


As part of the settlement, MMAL reportedly proposed a compensation of some 
$689,000 excluding accrued management fees of about $4 million. Thus it 
was recommended by the Technical Committee of NIOC that funds to be paid 
at termination should be $181,635, funds to be paid over 12 months period 
be $260,000 and that all other fund be deferred along with outstanding 
management fees. The Board approved the recommendation of the Technical 
Committee. 


Meanwhile, the senior technical staff of MMAL in Liberia, headed by 

General Manager C. G. Russel, has been employed by the Board of Directors 
of NLOC to run the operations of the Mano Mines. This team in close colla- 
boration with the Ministries of Lands and Mines and Finance has kept the 
operations alive, the Minister stated. 


Exports for the period ending December 31, 1979 were estimated to be 
2,574,000 long tons, about 5.5 percent higher than 1978. The total work- 
force at NIOC is 1,991: 68 are expatriates staff, 32 Liberian senior 
staff, 223 Liberian junior staff and 1,667 hourly workers. 


In the meantime, Minister Wortorson has recommended that the government 
reconstitutes a Board of Directors of NIOC to reflect a majority of share- 
holdings by government and bring to the Board the type of expertise 
required to effectively manage that company. 


He also recommended that | ccause of the technical expertise required 
on mining boards to influence the type of decisions in the interest 
of government, the Minister of Lands and Mines be appointed to all 
Boards of Directors of all Mining Companies.

LABOR MINISTRY TO MONITOR LAMCO RETRENCHMENT PROGRAM 
Monrovia THE LIBERIAN AGE in English 15 Feb 80 pp l, 2 


[Text] The Ministry of Labour would seriously monitor LAMCO retrenchment 
programme and identify job openings in other areas for the eventual 
placement of the 700 workers to be declared redundant, Labour Minister 
Estrada Bernard told Senate Committee this week. 


He said his Ministry had insited that the implementation period of the 
redundancy plan, which LAMCO originally put at five months, be stretched 
over a period of 15 months. 


Answering to inquiries by the Committee under the Chairmanship of Monster- 
rado Senator S. Edward Peal, Minister Bernard described the mass dismissal 
at LAMCO as "a painstaking decision," saying that the decision had to 
finally be taken with the realization that it is better to have a little 
than nothing. 


He emphasized that with the situation in which LAMCO eventually found 
itself, it was a matter ot life or death. 


Finance Minister Eller Johnson-Sirleaf who accompanied Minister Bernard 
to the Capital Building, described the company's redundancy move as un- 
avoidable. 


Mrs Sirleaf, who is the chairman of the LAMCO Board of Directors, 
explained that because of the oil crisis which generally affects world 
economic situation today, LAMCO's profit position deteriorated sharply 
since 1974, culminating last year in a loss of a little over $28 million. 


In addition, she said, it had been established that due to its liberal 
employment and financial practices over the years, the company was over- 
staffed and consequently the personnel bill of management became too much 
for the company's size. 
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The Finance Minister told the Senate Committee that when the situation 
became serious, some shareholders gave management the ultimatum to etther 
take some stand now to improve its financial position or they would no 
longer support it. 


At this point, the Labour Minister added that in considering LAMCO's 
redundancy proposal as a cost saving measure, the Government of Liberia 
insisted that the percentage of Liberians to be affected should be 
proportional to that of the expatriates. 


The Incentives 


He then outlined the incentives that the redundant employees would receive 
from the company and the measures which the Ministry of Labor, Youth and 
Sports would to take to lessen the blow. 


He said salary employees would get one month pay for each year they had 
worked with LAMCO, while the daily wage workers would receive tour weeks 
pay for each year plus a month payment in lieu of notice. 


Those who were nearing retirement but would have to be laid off asa 
result of the company's redundancy decision, are to get their full pen- 
sion whether or not they reached the requirement, Minister Bernard 
stated. 


Thanking the Labour and Finance Ministers for what he called useful 
exchanges on the issue, Chairman Peal said as Senators they did not only 
want to join the people in expressing grave concern but to see in what 
way they can be helpful in softening the blow. 


Senator Peal said he and members of his committee were happy to know that 
Government did not just accept the proposal but had carefully considered 
it in the light of its economic impact. 





He however urged that the LAMCO employees in particular and the people 
of Liberia in general be adequately informed so that they can better 
understand and be supportive of the move.

PRESIDENT RATSIKARA GIVES SPEECH, URGES UNITY 
’ 


Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 12 Jan 80 p 2 


[Text] In memory of the dear departed Manapila Jaona and Maro Raymond of 
the Supreme Revolutionary Council, let us observe a minute of silence. 


Mr President of the People's National Assembly, 
Mr Prime Minister 
Excellencies, ladies and gentlemen: 


We are deeply appreciative of the wishes for succ*3s you have addressed t» 

us in the name of the Malagasy people as a whole <ad of the constitutiona! 

body. We extend the same wishes to you in turn arc “ay God bless you. May 
you have long life and good health to accomplish your respective tasks for 

your country. I extend the same wishes to your families. 


The life of the nation resembles that of a man on this earth: it has its 
good side and its bad side. We, head of this state, observe this day and 
night. 


It is difficult to lead a nation and a people. If sometimes we are touched 
by discouragement, we can draw new strength from the history of humanity. 


For history can give serious and good ideas to him who consults it with a 
calm attention. What we get from history is knowledge of the consequences 
of what is done, whether it be good or bad. The good done by our predeces- 
sors incites us to follow their example, while the evil they have done can 
warn us against making the same false steps. 


Down here, one thing follows another, only the heart of mon has remained un- 
changed from furthest antiquity to present times. Since there are many Mala- 
gasy who are both revolutionary and religious, let me call to mind a man 
devoted to liberty, whose history is traced in the Bible, so that we may 

take account of the difficulty of the fight for emancipation and of the at- 
titudes of people to liberty. 


Whether it be Marx or Lenin or other pioneers of other religions, they were 
all revolutionaries presenting their revolution in the different guises 
suitable to the historical period. 








Whether it be the Bible, the Koran, or the Torah, the proofs are there, 

God called Moses to free the sons of Israel from the Egyptian yoke, accord- 

ing to the Bible and the Torah. I follow the G. of your ancestors, the 

God of Abraham, [Isaac and Jacob, taking off to liberate the people oppressed 
in slavery in Egypt. Krishna, son of Devak, did the same, prepared to lose 

his life to liberate his people. 


It was the same for Christ. He observed for himself the burden of Roman 
oppression to which the Jews were subjected. He gave his life to liberate 
the spirit and body of man. Marx and Lenin acted in the same vein. They 
were revolutionaries. They fought against evil, injustice, and iniquity. 


Revolutions in the world, whatever may be the form of their appearance in 
the history of humanity, always fight for justice, liberty, truth, equality, 
and brotherhood, which are the foundations of peace. 


Lest these remarks scandalize both Marxists and Christians, they must be 
taken as examples. To better explair what one wants to say, let us take 
the story of Moses in order to take account of the fight for liberation. 


The sons of Israel lamented their fate, demanded of God that he Liberate 
them from the Egyptian yoke and lead them from the land of Egypt to a safer 
place where it would be good to live. God then sent Moses to take on this 
mission. Pharoah, king of Egypt, insisted as much as possible on keeping 
the sons of Israel under his dominion, but God visited a thousand and one 
sufferings upon him. 


God performed many miracles in favor of the sons of Israel, the last being 
to transform the Red Sea into “dry land so that the sons of Israel might 
pass and the Egyptians all to perish." The Jewish people believed in God 
and they submitted to Moses, recognizing him as their leader. In spite of 
this liberty granted to the sons of Israel, they turned to disobedience and 
away from religion. 


They complained to Moses, saying "Was there no tomb in Egypt that you have 
brought us to die in the desert? We have already told you: We've had enough. 
We'd rather die in Egypt!" 


Whether it was at Marrh where they couldn't find anything to drink, or at 
Elimah where they couldn't find anything to eat, the people were always dis- 
satisfied. God ordered Moses to perform miracles to find water and nourish- 
ment. Finally, God gave Israel the Ten Commandments on Mount Sinai. 


In spite of all these miracles, the Jewish people betrayed Moses and going 
against the divine laws, made themselves a golden calf and worshipped it. 


Ladies and Gentlemen, 


It's not our intention to preach a homily or to have the breadth of vision 
of Moses, we want to bring out for you the fact that it is difficult to 











lead a people who too easily forget the good done for them. We would also 
like to bring out that a people's battle and its leaders have many enemies. 
For there are too many who lay claim to this or that, who want positions, 
who are also jealous, etc. Even Aaron, the elder brother of Moses, followed 
the example of the disobedient and committed mortal sins before God, giv- 
ing himself up to idolatry and an intolerable disobedience. 


Even Moses was betrayed and it was likewise for Christ who was the Son of 
God. He was assassinated by the jealous and the credulous for his exis- 
tence threatened their self-interest. And the same goes for ourselves, 
humble humans that we are. 


The revolution always means trammels to the imperialists, the exploiters, 
the reactionaries, for it fights against injustice, the inequality of class- 
es, slavery. Thus we are not surprised that there should be saboteurs, 
traitors, imperialist puppets. So it is here at home, in Western Sahara, 

in Palestine, in South Africa, in Zimbabwe, in Namibia and in all the pro- 
gressist .ountries of the world. 


Nor is it surprising that in Madagascar there should be Malagasy fathers 

and mothers who dare say they prefer slavery under the French each time 

they run up against a little difficulty or inconvenience. We want to stress 
here that: Good always triumphs over Evil; Justice and Equity always tri- 
umph over Injustice. Whatever it may be, and cost what it may, the revo- 
lution will win, the revolution will win. 


In spite of saboteurs and traitors, we have always promised the people of 
Madagascar a society of justice and equity. The enemies on all sides have 
not yet thrown in the sponge. They take their revenge by sabotaging food 
supplies, by trying to divide the Malagasy people through setting one a- 
gainst another. 


We have not deceived the people, we have always told the truth in saying 
that the more we advance in the Revolution, the more the imperialists and 
their knaves persist in trying to destroy the Revolution. 


The battle is hard, the way is rough, but our bush taxi will reach its goal. 
And today I am happy to inform you that we are just about to reach the paved 
road, we can see light dawn at the end of the tunnel, and the hard road will 
be behind us. 


What is it we are trying to say with all this? You will remember that dur- 
ing a declaration that we made at CNPD [People's National Development Coun- 
cil] we specifically spoke of the possibility of exploiting the bituminous 
sandstone of Bemolanga. And OMNIS was created. 


This declaration is now becoming a reality for, because of increases in 
petroleum prices, the processing of the bituminous sandstone of Bemolanga 
will no longer be at a loss. 

















Three billion tons of Bemolanga's bituminous sandstone could produce a bil- 
lion tons of petroleum. Such a quantity would satisfy our need for a min- 
imum of a hundred years. 


Secondly, we have discovered pools of heavy petroleum at Teimiroro that 
could produce close to a billion tons of oil. 


And finally, we have discovered natural gas and petroleum in amounts I don't 
want to reveal just now for fear of being called a liar, but what I can tell 
you truly is that all this is very promising, so patience! People of Mada- 
gascar! 


All this demands time. Nothing can be perfected from one day to another. 

There is a need for technology and sufficient money and nothing is perfect 
here below. Know too that the Revolution is not the affair of one indivi- 
dual. It calls for enthusiasm, sacrifice, unity and integrity. If we do 

not prove our unity and harmony the project will not end up advancing the 

progress of our country. 


I will give you two examples to illustrate this argument. The BT [National 
Bank for Rural Development] was created to help peasants get agricultural 
materials. If the Karana, the Chinese, or the Vazaha grant us loans, we 
always honor our commitment. But why den't we do the same for the BTM whose 
capital comes from public funds? There is certainly room for certain mental 
attitudes to be corrected. 


There are those who place their money outside the country; these are the 
egotists. 


There are those who misappropriate public funds, they are corrupted and com- 
mit dishonest acts. 


There are those who sabotage the flow of supplies, of rice, salt, sugar, 
table oil, with the purpose of creating food supply problems. 


There are those who spread false rumors and distribute broadsides to trouble 
public security, to injure defeatists and divide the people. 


There are those who exploit the sweat of others, and so on. 


We said at the beginning that the people forget too easily the good that was 
done for them. If at times we have come close to discouragement, then we 
think of realities, make an examination of conscience. Nor do we neglect 

to look deeply into history. 


Often at midnight, for we work into the night too, we look deep into our 
heart of hearts: "All powerful God, it was your desire to confide to me 
the leadership of this nation, if it was you put me here. I wish for noth- 
ing but the interest of this nation, I have always respected the national 
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unity, | fight for the unity of the classes and equality of rights. ! main- 
tain my integrity. But what do I get back? What do I get from the people? 
Slander, calumny, systematic attacks, printed criticisms, and other deplor- 
able attitudes.” So I ask myself: "O God, all powerful and good, what 

evil have I done, what crimes have | committed, what fault is mine, that | 
endure a hard and ungrateful people?" 


Examples 


Increases in the price of imported merchandise and gasoline and other equip- 
ment said to be inevitable, and about which nothing can be done. Or again 
the cost of living in the world, a rise created on purpose by certain in- 
dividuals for diverse reasons, excessive egotism, sabotage of the Revolution, 
misappropriation of merchandise, all this is being put together as an attack 
on me even though there already exist decentralized collectivities to con- 
trol these illegalities. 


Its already being forgotten that I have several times raised the price of 

the peasants’ products: rice, cane sugar, vanilla, peanuts, nutmeat, coffee, 
pepper, etc., etc., and for the consumer the price of rice has been main- 
tained at 55 francs the kilo, contrary to what has happened in the past. 





Second example. 
I've raised workers’ wages. 


I want to point out particularly that I also added 1040 points to all the 
index points of the civil service grades while waiting for change ir the 
schedule without even being asked. 


But when the grade index was published, agitation and dismay boiled up, while 
we've done everything for the nation and corrected those imperfections noted 
before even if we weren't able to satisfy everybody. We don't want to boast, 
but try anyway, you who are in positions of responsibility at all levels, 

to follow our example: President Qadhdhafi offered us 630 million FMCG, he 
gave it to Didier Ratsiraka personally. We could have put this large amount 
in a Swiss bank, or in Paris or New York or London. But we didn't do that, 
we deposited the entire amount in the Central Bank of Madagascar to improve 
the standard of living of our compatriots, the Malagasy people, because for 
us, the homeland is sacred. 


No one could ever corrupt us. We do not seek any personal gain, but we 
drive ourselves to work for the people of Madagascar who have faith in us. 


To close, we will never set up a double standard. We have tried to give 
the six faritany of Madagascar a chance. No impartiality [sic] no special 
favor for this one or that one, because for us, revolutionary and socialist 
as we are, there is a place for the class struggle but not for tribalism 

so that all Malagasy people can have an equal chance and the people will be 


happy. 
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If the international situation is to be mentioned, we have sought ways that 
can hasten the advent of a socialist and reactionary society. 


This is why we visited Monrovia to fly as high as possible the banuer of 
the revolution and also to exchange ideas with the heads of other African 
nations, brothers and companions in the battle, all while seeking to coor- 
dinate revolutionary action. 


Last year, a Malagasy head of state was present for the first time at the 
summit conference of nonaligned nations. We all know that we did our duty 
in going to Havana to present proposals concerning the new world economic 
political and commercial order so that the balance of interests will con- 
cern not only the sich countries and the developing countries but also that 
there will be new structures to govern the relations of interest and coop- 
eration among developing countries. 


We are not seeking to cut a fine figure outside the country but we have a 
permanent concern about coordinating national recovery within the terms of 
international politics. 


Let us try to reflect on the realities of tne past and we will be seeing 
that there were undeniable inequities. 


I want to talk particularly about engineers. After the "bac" in mathematics, 
“mach supp" and special mathematics studies, they continue for another 3 or 
4 years before the competitive exams to enter the higher level schools for 
another four years of study before emerging as engineers. We who made these 
studies began our careers at 525 on the index. But we never demanded any- 
thing at all, never went on strike or carried signs. But others who had 

not spent so much time on higher studies started at 600 or 700 immediately 
after finishing their education. 


The military and the police have also been treated like poor relations. So 
we thought that it was logical and reasonable that these men should benefit 
from this interest and tiiat they deserve it even more because they are at 
the same time both defenders of the nation, farmers and ranchers without 
having gone on strike or carried placards. 





We continue our examination of conscience by referring to the past and look- 
ing deep into history. 


The responses to the questions come from the spirit of themselves. 


When the Second World War was ended in 1945, the English did not elect Mr 
Churchill though he had been the principal architect of England's victory in 
this war. 


It was the same for De Gaulle in 1946. Though he had been the prime mover 
in restoring sovereignty to the French nation and in restoring the liberties 
so flouted by Hitler, he had to give up his power with the RPF. 
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And once he took up again the reine o power, he received innumerable death 
threats, It was the same for Abraham Lincoln who was assassinated by the 
Americans after he succeeded in reuniting the United States by putting an 
end to the Civil War. 


Equally we remember the problems and difficulties confronting the Vietnamese 
and the Cubans and caused by the imperialists, but these countries are still 
around, 


By consulting history, we draw up new strengths to accomplish better the sac- 
red tasks that the people have given to us, to take them on with dignity and 
integrity with the goal of serving the homeland. 


And this voice which comes from our inmost soul speaks each instant to my 
apirit: "Courage, Ratsiraka! Don't be discouraged. Continue with firmness 
and integrity the honest actions you have begun to save the people! It is 
not the people, nor the workers, nor the productive peasants who are your 
enemies but the reactionary puppets who let themselves be used by imperial- 
ists within our country.” 


It is not the little people who are able to contact imperialists outside the 
country, but the makers of black piots who fear not even the "tody" (imman- 
ent justice), enemies of socialism and the revolution who want to bring back 
the time when they dominated the country in order to exploit again the sweat 
of the working man. 


The dogs bark, the caravan passes, and our bush taxi will reach its goal.

This long-term task calls for the participation of each and 
every one,'' the members of the ecumenical council of theologians were told 
yesterday by Supreme Revolutionary Council (CSR) member Justin Rakotoniaina, 
when they came to pay him a courtesy call. 


"Religion is not incompatible with our Revolution," he continued, "and the 
church must not let the state work alone in this delicate matter of 
establishing a socialist society. "Hence," he concluded, "it is urgent 
that the people be made aware of this, an awareness that will come about 
in keeping with existing realities and which must be taken into account 

by every citizen, so that he may develop and participate at the same time 
in the development of the country." 
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The members of the Theological Ecumenical Council spoke of the Federation 
of Christian Churches of Madagascar, of its roles and its attributions. 
The theologians explained, in particular, that hey have been making the 
people aware of the realities for some ten years, and that they have now 
decided to create the Federation of Christian Churches of Madagascar, 
which represents a significant step towards achieving solidarity and 
friendliness between the churches. 


The federation is made up of several commissions and the executive body 
will be organized within « month's time. 


[It should also be noted that the Ecumenical Council members delivered two 
letters to CSR member Rakitoniaina. 





We must remember that the FFKM brings together four churches of Madagascar, 
the Anglican, the Catholic, the Lutheran and Protestant Church of Jesus 
Christ (FJKM). 


The FFKM will hold a solemn religious rite on Antsahamanitra esplanade on 
next Sunday (20 January 1980) at 1430. 


Timely Debate 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 17 Jan 80 pp 1,3 


[Text] Revolution and the church: These words have appeared together mere 
and more frequently since the last quarter of 1979 which year was noted in 
Madagascar in connection with the International Year of the Child. Christian 
schools, eager to estab/ish an authentically African approach to development 
in order tc liberate African people right across the board, and particularly 
the large majority of rural workers, participated actively in everything 
connected with the International Year of the Child (IYC). 


In the course of the speech he delivered at the government palace, the 
president of the Democratic Republic of Madagascar (RDM) indirectly appealed 
to the religious leaders of the country and to the island's Christians, 
referring to “Jesus as a revolutionary," an aspect he developed at length 

in Havana. Moreover, the recent establishment of the Federation of Christian 
Churches of Madagascar (FFKM), that is, Anglican, Catholic, Lutheran and 
Protestant, constitutes something of a revolution in the church. Hence, 

all this would seem to be a favorable response to the President's appeal. 


Indeed, over and beyond this substantial step toward ecumenism--and many 
Christian countries can make use of this example--one must also look at 
the regrouping of all these Christians. 


It is common knowledge that some of the churchmen are already participating 
actively in national life, working in communities either as elected 
officials or as (very dynamic) activators. 
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It is an equally well known fact that the Christian church and Christians 
themselves represent a single image: "That of Christ as a Man, who moves 
harmoniously." 


Again, none can ignore the important role which religion, in general, and 
Christianity in particular, plays in the life of the people of Madagascar. 
An indication of this is to be found in the proverbs and the "hain-teny" 
(sayings?) which serve to point up both the Malagasy's wisdom and his faith 
in his Creator (Zanahary). 


The lukewarmness of some, the indifference of others, the rebellious spirit 
of certain Christians insofar as the Socialist Revolution of Madagascar 
(RSM) is concerne’, might be heated up again and even stimulated if the 
Christian Churches of the country were to engage themselves more actively 
with the Socialist Revolution. 


This is all the more applicable since there is no fundamental contradiction 
between the "Little Red Book" and the big "Black Book." Very much to the 
contrary. If we look over the charter of the socialist revolution, and 

bear in mind Christ's lessons, we will see that the ulterior aim is the 

same, viz., the welfare of all men and of all mankind by the elimination 

of injustices and iniquities (inequities?), of all forms of oppression and 
discriminations which, since the beginning of time, men have sought to 

impose on the world, either because of their own venality, their selfishness, 
or their laziness... all of them capital sins. 


The FFKM, by regrouping the Christian Churches, shoul® be regarded as a 
factor in mobilizing the popular masses and perhaps even an efficient 
means of bringing harmony to the multiple Church activities on behalf of 
the least favored groups. These more deprived elements could then, like 
their fellow countrymen, hope for the Promised Land that for us is the new 
society. 


One must also remember that it is not a negligible factor in strengthening 
the faith in our socialistic ends: some, if not all of us, can hope to 
earn the Kingdom of Heaven; and we believe that the realm of Equality, 
Justice and Peace, as promised in the "Red Book," constitutes a terrestrial 
stage on the way to reaching Heaven. 





What is more, it certainly offers a means of separating the wheat from the 
chaff (tares?), both insofar as we are dealing with revolutionary zeal or 
Christian faith. Certainly, the true revolutionary militants must be guided 
by an awareness and a sense of responsibility for justice and honesty. The 
same holds good for true Christians. 


In neither case is it a question of playing the role of a Judas nor of 
following a leader blindly. Such an attitude (or nature) would only serve 
to create mistakes as to the way to go, and it might well dupe revolutionary 
and religious leaders. 
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Not must we tumble into an extremist trap by systematically refusing 
Christianity because it is an imported religion: the point of departure 
for the Malagasy revolution is Malagasy realities and the Christian faith 
of the people of Madagascar constitutes one of these realities. Like all 
leaders, the men of the Church are human beings, with the weaknesses that 
the term implies. It is not because of such human weaknesses that we will 
deny an ideology or a pledged word of honor (the referendum of 1975 and 
the "First Communion"). 


lt is simply a question of acting conscientiously and responsibly: 


Revolution and Religion: the topic will certainly be cited in the course 
of the press conference which is to take place today in the offices of the 
FFKM. 


Press Conference 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 18 Jan 80 pp 1,2 


[Text] The members of FET who are provisionally serving as the committee 
for the Federation of Christian Churches of Madagascar (FFKM) yesterday 
morning held a press conference in Tananarive in order to present the 
ecumenical organization of Anglican, Catholic, Lutheran and Protestant 
churches to the newspapermen. 


After the introduction by Pastor Ramino Paul, Pastor Rabemanahaka Jean 
(FJKM) traced the history of the ecumenical movement throughout the world 
and in Madagascar. 


A Long Story 


There are about 1 billion Christians in the world and about 500 million of 
them are affiliated to the World Council of Churches (WCC). For many hundreds 
of years, great efforts have been made to regroup all the existing churches 

in the world and these, of course, are numbered in the thousands. In some 
cases, the attempts were successful. For example, in 1913, there was the 
establishment of the intermissionary committee and the intermissionary 
conference. In November of 1950, we had the Union of the churches of 
southern India and in 1968, the organization in this country of the Church 

of Jeasus Christ in Madagascar as a result of the merging of the FKM, the 

FFM and the FPM. 


But the Catholic Church never would join the WCC. However, after the 
Vatican Council, Vatican II that is, the door was left wide open for 
ecumenism, and the Roman Catholic Church began to develop official relations 
with other Christian and non-Christian religions. 


Vatican II gave the Catholic Church the use of religious Languages for the 
Mass; it also gave it a degree of religious freedom, and the decentraliza- 
tion of power at the level of the Episcopal (Bishops?) conference, thus 
enabling the Church to move closer to national realities. 
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At the present time, there are 90 Christian church councils throughout the 
world. However, the Catholic Church is only represented on 19 of these, 
including the FFK!M in Madagascar. 


The creation of the FFKM had been under way since 1 July 1970, when 
representatives of the Catholic, Anglican and Protestant churches met to 
set up the FET in an attempt to determine the cause for the separation of 
their faiths. From the original three, their number rose to 16, four from 
each church, now Catholic, Protestant, Lutheran and Anglican. At the 
beginning of 1973, a draft-resolution was submitted to the four religious 
leaders. The texts circulated between FET and the three national synods, 
as well as the Bishops' Conference from 1973 until 1979. It was not until 
26 November 1979 that the four churches finally accepted the resolution 
proposed by FET. 


The Resolution (Statute?) 


Immediately after this explanation, Archdeacon Razafimanantsoa Bernard 
presented the statute to the Press. The document reads as follows: 


The FFKM is regrouping the churches which tecognize Jesus Christ as God 
and consider Him the sole Redeemer. Hence, they will make an effort to 
answer the appeal made jointly to honor the Holy Trinity. 


The activities of the FFKM shall consist, in the first place, of preserving 
and reminding the faithful of what the Holy Gospel requires of them, of the 
life and responsibilities of the churches within a country and in the world 
at large. In other words, the FFKM must be the witness, within the society 
and in politics, ready to render service and to work for unity. 


With that objective in view, the FFKM must establish and organize the 
dialog, the collaboration, and the ordinary activities connected with 
research and analysis in theological, social and educational matters, 
from the standpoint of both world and national realities. 


The FFKM also helps the member churches to draw closer to one another and 
facilitates programs of aid between them. 


The FFKM has the power to carry out decisions taken by the member churches 
while at the same time avoiding any interference in the purely internal 
affairs of a church. Withal, in the event of urgent decisions to be 

executed, the FFKM is qualified to speak on behalf of all the member churches. 


The FFKM's committee consists of 24 members (6 from each church), repre- 
senting both the clergy and the laity. In addition, there are different 
ecumenical commissions. There is also a bureau, with 8 members (2 from 
each church). 


Witness of Christ 


It was then the turn of Pastor Daniel Ratefy (FFPM) to speak of the FFKM-- 
the regrouping of the churches--as a witness for the Christ of the Nation, 
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that is, of the duties and responsibilities of the FFKM in the heart 
of the nation. 


The FFKM is neither a political party nor a trade union and it does not 
engage in partisan politics. 


The FFKM, to the extent that it reflects ecumenism, constitutes the 
victory of Christ over the separation of the churches, since ecumenism 
represents the union in a single body, in a single spirit, for a single 
hope and a single Paradise, that of the Son of God. 


Hence, the significant goal for the FFKM and for each and every Christian 
is to carry out the teachings (decisions?) of Christ the Redeemer, and to 
do so aS a witness. Moreover, the churches should not stoop to any form 
of discord or of separation, for they must act as a mirror of the 
Fihavanana and of love. 


And the Others? 


After these initial explanations, all the members of the FET answered the 
questions posed by the different newspapermen. 


The following indicates the lines the interview took: 


[Question] Before estab)ishing the FFKM, did you make an appeal to any 
other Christian churches? 


[Answer]: Like every new organization, the FFKM had its founder members. 
These four churches, who are founder members, also have long-established 
historical links (WWC and Vatican II). Nevertheless, we can tell you that 
there is a certain church in Madagascar which, for a fundamental reason, 
cannot at present be concerned with the FFKM. That church is a member of 
the International Conference of Christian Churches which, so far, has 
refused any rapport with the Roman Catholic Church, with Marxism, with 
Buddhism... 


[Question] Could the existence of the FFKM Committee not prove an embar- 
rassment to the powers of the Synods and the Episcopal (Bishops') Conference? 


[Answer] In no way, since the FFKM Committee deals exclusively with FFKM 
activities and does not interfere in the internal affairs of any Church. 
Moreover, if the Committee draws up any draft programs for activities, 
these must be approved by the Synods and the Episcopal Conference, before 
they can be executed. 


[Question] There are a good many Moslems in Madagascar. Do you believe 
that Islam could become a participant of the FFKM? 


[Answer] There are enough problems among Christains in getting to under- 
stand one another's viewpoints: Which explains, I trust, why everything 
will have to be done step by step and not all at once. 
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[Question] Could you tell us the number of Christians there are in 
Madagascar, or their percentage in relation to the population, in order 
to be able to assess the ratio of the different forces? 


[Answer] There are some 3 million Christians in Madagascar. We insist 

on stressing that we are in no way concerned with the ratio of the different 
forces, because in no way do we regard any group as an enemy, neither non- 
Christians nor any other. 


[Question] Are the members of the Bureau paid workers? 
[Answer] No, they are volunteers. 


[Question] Cau we really believe that this ecumenism will give rise to 
Fihavanana and an agreement, and understanding? 


[Answer] The establishment of FFKM perforce could not be achieved in just 
a few days. It sprang from an internal source in each Church. Therefore, 
we must not allow ourselves to confuse ecumenism with the inconsistent 
acceptance of incompatible principl.s or beliefs! 
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MAURITIUS 


NEED FOR A NEW FREEDOM EXPRESSED

[Yext] Since 1968, Mauritius is an independent country. But we have been 
relatively independent in some spheres and strongly dependent in others. 
This freedom to achieve something has obviously worked itseif within some 
contextual constraints. Policy-makers in this country are accountable for 
the whole record, whether good or bad. Some will answer that the conditions 
of the time dictated what directions things should take. But whatever it is, 
it all started as an exercise of the mind. I am attempting, therefore, to 
say to all my countrymen that this same exercise of the mind should now take 
a new form. I can dare venture to say that we should be free for our free- 
dom. Shortly, what I propound is a new conceptual approach for the affairs 
of this country. 


Various sectors are advocating 1980 to be the Year of Rebirth, of Industrial 
Peace, etc. This means looking over the range of a year. But why not con- 
sider it over a decade? We can very well work it within the framework of a 
new era; serving as the springboard for a new destiny, as the stepping stone 
for a new form of thought. Let us suppose something has changed in our lives 
and we are on the eve of encountering a second one. Let something fresh 
breathe into our body, heart, mind and spirit. Let us make the 1980's our 
decade and let us mould it the way we like. 


It is high time each of us develops a proper socio-civic attitude in this 
country. We should turn the clock and see whether we can do for this country 
and not what the country can do for us. Let us feel a sense of belonging to 
this Motherland. After all, we have a right to live and die on this Mauritian 
soil, and in whatever way we want it. Let us for a while forget about Minis- 
ters, M.P.'s and consort~. Never has the country belonged to them; it is you, 
citizens who send them to govern and look aftez national affairs on your be- 
half. sf their actions influence our lives, we can in turn very well influ- 
ence theirs. This is what is lacking in Mauritius: Mauritians feel weak 

very often and do not believe in themselves. We are worse than atheists. 
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Politicians are not the only Providence; we are our masters and servants 

and let us take them only as our last resort. Let us dig, plough, write, 
calculate, think and then see what they are after. Popular instances of 
power and influence are a must to counterac. domination. Groups such as 
‘Action Civique' should flourish for they are primary and citizens' group- 
ings and not politicians’ groupings. ‘et such pillars fill up our Landscape. 


The Labour Party has done much for this country since 1948. It has steadily 
worked towards the fulfillment of its policies. It is the record of a team 
of men, working for an epoch. But it does seem to me that it is nearing its 
end. The challenge to the Labour Party is to survive the next decade. I 
think it is a formidable one! Will it be able to do so going along with 
out-of-date me'hods and working within a framework of institutions that 
guarantees a backward movement and an incredible status quo? It is putting 
the cart before the ox and saying everything is all right since the cart- 
driver is steadily before. It is ail a matter of confusing leadership with 
position, albeit the right option and conception. It is said that the coun- 
try deserves the kind of government it wants. This can reassure the Labour 
,.overnment in procastination and nerve-enduring tactics. 


But its success remains because of its system of pseudo-liberty and silent 
repression. And it is not tar when the dormant volcano explodes underneath 
its feet. 


The Government does not believe in the political maturity of the population. 
But the opposition parties do. That is why they go on enduringly on their 
course to maximise their efforts with respect to the use of democratic means. 
Full use is not nade of the Legislative Assembly; the Opposition parties 

have always sought to do their maximum amidst unbelievable constraints on the 
part of the Government. The right to believe, to participate and to rule the 
country cannot be the preserve of the Labour Party, however strong the vision 
of SSR can be. So many time. the M.M.M. has been criticized for its strikes 
and demonstrations. But has someone ever asked himself what to do before 
such a stubborn opponent, who seems to see everything false as long as it is 
not in its camp. I agree that too much politics is bad for Mauritius but 
political awakening is not. The PSM is doing a creditable job in alerting 
the population. It is a new sign-doing politics not for politics sake. All 
political parties should do the same and maintain this dialogue with the 
people. Many a struggle can be avoided if people talk and smile. But the 
courage lies in believing in your listener. Until now many parties do not 
seem to be near it. I dare say that we do not need all this fuss about the 
Ministry of Information if things took such a turn. The letter wants to deal 
with the partial truth--that of popularizing the :overnment achievements. 





Peaceful Comprehension 


Participation of workers is turning the talk of the day since recent official 
announcements. What we do need is peaceful comprehension and interaction be- 
tween workmates and citizens. Participation to profits is a laudable initia- 
tive. We say that it will increase attendance, consideration and productivity. 





But | believe if this distribution of protits will not in the end turn into 
another viscous search for money which deprecate human dignity. Will that 
impetus for more income give a genuine sense of belonging to the enterprise? 
I think that this should be coupled with participation to the management. 
This will turn more effectively the firms' business into the worker's busi- 
ness. Not only competition but cooperation and comprehension should exist 
side by side. Workers should rub shoulders during both good and bad times. 
The working place should not be isolated from the framework of institutions 
in a man's life. Practical difficulties will diminish if workers are 
regularl, trained for the firm's business. Many means exist to fulfill this 
aim so that the gap between workers and managers should be curtailed in the 
advent of a new society. 


Last but not least, what I will write down will stand above politics and 
inter-Mauritian feelings. I am encouraged to assert my convictions in pan- 
Mauritian ambitions. I challenge my beloved country to turn into the CAPITAL 
and CENTRE of the Indian Ocean. It is a formidable but not impossible task 

if all citizens really want it. What a better wisa on the eve of these 1980's. 


Let us bury all our ugliness and shine in our virtues across the Indian Ocean 
which is today turning into the world's most important strategic area. The 
Indian Ocean is turning into the Ocean of the Future. What not make our Coun- 
try the island of the Future: and stop entangling ourselves in petty internal 
quarrels? This is a golden chance to bury communalism, corruption, and such 
other isms so rampant locally. If we play football, volleyball, etc, for our 
community, why not play it for the world? It is high time we stop the func- 
tion of sports as being opium sleepening the people, and inciting communal 
hysteria. Let us be nationals and shine brightly against African teams, 
European teams, Indian teams, etc. I see that we tend to live parallely and 
although many say that Mauricianism is on the move, it is only a myth, if we 
do not take it to mean cross-fertilization and cross-culturalization. We 
should seek complementarily. Meuritius can become a cultural laboratory from 
where any foreign nation can learn. It is silly to be at daggers drawn in 

the name of one's culture and see no further than one's nose. Let us manipu- 
late the positive and virtuous side of things. Let the brains of every ethnic 
group be put to work together to increase our agricultural produce (sugar, 
tea, etc.,) and turn our country into a major exporter in the Indian Ocean. 

We can very well produce enough to be self-reliant. Let us turn to more 
serious work: that of possessing our commercial and fishing fleet which will 
render us an appreciable command in our waters. Let us turn a strong manu- 
tacturing centre, rivalling that of Singapore, Hong Kong, India, etc. Let 

us bring foreign exchange into our country and make our brothers and sisters 
happy and eat and drink to their satisfaction. Let us be in competition with 
other countries and not with our local countrymen for any and every matter. 

I know that this needs courage and the tearing down of many prejudices and 
constraints; but man does not lack courage, otherwise the world will not have 
been as beautiful as it is. These examples serve only as a broad guide; in 
fact there are so many of them the list would not finish. 


Let us purify our country and clean ourselves of all the mean feelings in- 
herent in the nature of man. Let us make Mauritius the CAPITAL of the Indian 
Ocean. Mauritians have the capacity of making the 1980's the decade of tteir 


personal and national upliftment.

MACHEL: NOT ALL FAILURES IMPUTABLE TO IMPERIALISM

[Text] A few days ago a small meeting was spontaneously held on one of 
Maputo's main avenues during one of the recent presidential visits to various 
sectors of activity. During that meeting President Samora Machel asked the 
crowd this question: 


"While speaking to a lady a while ago, I asked her who was responsible for 
the difficulties we are still experiencing in the way of supplies, and she 
told me that imperialism was responsible. Do you agree?" 


Most of the people answered, "Yes." 


"No," replied President Samora Machel, and he continued, “It is our own short- 
comings that are chiefly responsible." And he mentioned a number of specific 
cases in which products which were in short supply were found in large quan- 
tities in various warehouses during the presidential visit. 


The top leader of the Mozambican Revolution has here called our attention to 
an extremely important point: it is easy and convenient, chiefly, to blame 
imperialism or the colonial heritage for our shortcomings and failures. But 
doing so is not what will lead us to the solution of our problems. 


It is a fact that many of the difficulties we are now experiencing were in- 
herited from colonialism or caused by the direct or indirect action of inm- 
perialism. But that is precisely our starting point: the situation we mst 
face and overcome. 


The FRELIMO Party has already laid down clear and correct guidelines for that 
battle. When we experience failures anyway, it is because something is wrong. 
If we then do no more than continue to blame colonialism or imperialism, it 
is because we do not want to see our own mistakes. 
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For the most part, the difficulties we face would have been overcome already 
Or greatly minimized if the party line had been completely accepted and its 
specific guidelines fully implemented in all sectors of national life. 


But when we analyze the situation in many sectors of the state apparatus-- 
the main instrument of party policy--we still find bureaucratism, inertia, 
negligence, a lack of interest, and a spirit of routine. When we study 

the state sector of our economy, we see that in many cases it still does 
not possess the dynamism that ought to characterize it. In many of our 
state enterprises indiscipline, a lack of punctuality, and low productivity 
are rife. 


It is that contradiction which must be resolved correctly. Speaking to the 
workers at FASOL [expansion unknown] on Saturday, President Samora Machel 
said clearly, “We are going to demand discipline in all sectors of labor." 
During other visits made as part of that same offensive, our country's top 
leader emphasized that it is in the state apparatus and in the state sector 
of the economy that we must chiefly concentrate our efforts in this battle. 
It is a decisive battle for victory in this new prolonged war to which our 
entire people are committed--the war against underdevelopment. 


The people want socialism; the people want the revolution-<-as President 
Samora Machel also said recently. The conditions are favorable--but it is 
necessary to unfurl our sails completely to take advantage of the full force 
of the wind. Very specifically, this means unleashing the battle in every 
place through organization, discipline, neatness, punctuality, and higher 
productivity. On the other hand, it means the relentless punishment of in- 
discipline, negligence, inertia, stealing, laziness, and lack of interest. 
It also means demanding efficiency and getting rid of incompetence. Only 

in that way will we get rid of underdevelopment. Only in that way will we 
build an advanced socialist society in our country.

MACHEL DIRECTIVES DISREGARDED, OFFICIALS DISMISSED

[Excerpts] For evading responsibilities and disregarding the directives 
given by the president of the republic, five officials connected with 
APIE [Administration of State Lands and Property] operations were taken 
into custody yesterday in Maputo. 


They are: the director-general of these services, Augusto Vaz; the 
provincial director of support and control for the government of Maputo 
Province, Antonio Simbine; the director of APIE provincial services, 
Ramos Chaquisse; the provincial official for domestic trade, Arlindo 
Manhica and the provincial head of the People's Control Brigades of 
Maputo, Boaventura Macuacua. 


Last week, President Samora Machel visited the APIE warehouses, where he 
saw many items from abandoned houses. At that time, the highest leader of 
our country gave very clear directives about a sale to the public and 
public auction of these items, ordering that all the goods there should 

be carefully examined beforehand and those articles of historical, 
cultural and scientific value should be preserved. 


The individuals now detained who were involved in carrying out this 
directive not only disregarded this last order and began a completely 
disorganized sale of the objects in the warehouse but also they did not 
inform the public, completely ignoring the president of the republic's 
directives. 


This distortion of the decisions is thus a sign of incompetence, negligence 
and evasion of responsibilities, just some aspects which, as President 
Samora Machel emphasized during his visits, must be eliminated during this 
decade of great achievements. 


Therefore, these five individuals were detained for a more thorough 
investigation of their action and the causes which motivated it.

[Excerpts] Manica--The 3 February Bakery in the Manica 
District was the only one to be recognized for several 
months in 1978 as the most exemplary throughout the prov- 
ince in the areas of organization, discipline, production, 
and control. But for some time now it has been steadily 
deteriorating to the point that production has been para- 
lyzed for several days. 


There were many people in the line to buy bread. The line was very long. 

In the distance could be heard the noise made by people dissatisfied with 
the situation, because it had been that way for several days. People gather 
in the earliest morning hours, and soon after the bread goes on sale, em- 
Ployees address the public to say that there is no more bread. When expla- 
nations are asked for, various reasons are given, but for the people who 
really experience the problem, they are without foundation. Why? 


From what we could learn through dialog with the workers at the said bakery 
and with some inhabitants, the problems mentioned reflect the incompetence 
and inflexibility of the individuals coordinating the work. But the bungling 
is not something new. 


Idea That Did not Materialize 


After the bakery was abandoned by its former owners in 1977--an event that 

led to the total paralysis and partial destruction of the means of production-- 
the political organization suggested to the district government of that time 
that the production unit be reestablished as soon as possible. 


On 28 May 1978, after formation of a commission to oversee the progress of 
the bakery's work, it did in fact open its doors to the public, offering 
bread of various kinds at various prices. The work progressed at a good 
pace, and after 5 months and 8 days the bakery had realized a net profit of 
348,000 escudos. 
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Asked about the problems now being caused by the lack of wood for firing the 
ovens and the shortage of flour for making bread, [the official currently in 
charge of the bakery) said that those difficulties are made worse basically 
by the lack of transportation, 


In the opinion of some of the inhabitants that we contacted, the source of 
this steadily worsening deterioration is ambition and rivalry for leadership 
positions. 


In a certain sense, to satisfy the wishes of the inhabitants, we can state 
that a social diagnosis is being made here. The prognosis is that the cur- 
rent economic-financial situation of the 3 February Bakery is quite deplor- 
able. The 348,000-escudo profit realized in only 5 months and 8 days of 

good work has been absorbed by the indiscipline that has occurred during the 
period of deterioration, and it has now been reduced to a quite insignificant 
balance that is just enough to insure the bakery's upkeep and pay its workers' 
wages,

MACHEL EXPRESSES DISSATISFACTION DURING TOUR OF ENTERPRISES 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 20 Jan 80 pp 3,7 


[Excerpts] It was shortly after 0900 hours yesterday. The sun was already 
blazing. Before the curious gaze of passers-by who were passing by at that 
moment, the column of vehicles in the presidential party stopped at the Min- 
istry of Health's warehouse on Forcas Populares de Libertacao de Mocambique 
Avenue in Maputo. While a crowd gathered outside to greet the top leader of 
the Mozambican Revolution, President Samora Machel entered the building-- 
which is still being completed--and thus began one more visit in his tour of 
various warehouses in a number of branches of activity. 


Inside, a group of workers interrupted their political study and stood up. 
Going up to one of them, President Samora Machel asked who the leader was 
and what they were doing. One of the workers answered that they were having 
a session of political study. 


Political Study Instructor Drunk 


"Political study--what for?" President Samora Machel asked the worker who 
had just spoken. The answers were confused, betraying uncertainty on the 
part of the speaker, who turned out to be the political study "instructor"-- 
the man who was supposed to be guiding his companions. It could have been 
thought at first that his confusion was due to his surprise at seeing the 
sudden entrance of the chief of state and party chairman. But in fact the 
reasons were different, as the president himself was to point out. 


He said, “You have liquor written all over your face," and he then turned to 
Minister Mariano Matsinhe, to whom he said, "You see that?--a political study 
instructor drunk. With people like this we cannot build socialism," 


On the same subject, President Samora Machel said that such individuals are 
the kind capable of later turning in reports saying that on such and such a 
day at such and such a place, a political study session was held and there 
was deep discussion of this and that, and that to top it off, the media will 
report it. 
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Various items of equipment that was once supplied to the private clinics na- 
tionalized on 16 July 1976 has been stored at that warehouse for a long time, 
On that subject, President Samora Machel told the storekeeper that such a 
Situation discredits and diminishes the content of the nationalizations, 
which were carried out so that the health service would better serve the 
people. 


"They Don't Know What They Have" 


On leaving that facility, the delegation next visited the same ministry's 
Warehouse No 2, which is the storehouse for miscellaneous clinical equipment, 
clothing for medical personnel, and items for the wards (uniforms, blankets, 
sheets, clothing for the newborn, and so on). 


Pointing to the stretchers stored there, President Samora said, "Our soldiers 
died in the Zimbabwe war, but the stretchers are being stored here." 


Little shirts for infants and innumerable diapers are stored there, "and 
babies are born and remain naked, without clothes. Shortage. Shortage. 
Shortage. There is a chronic shortage!" he said, and he later added that 
"those people in the Ministry of Health don't know who to give it to." 


"The Firms Are not Here To Go Bankrupt" 


The need for an overall view, already affirmed by President Samora Machel, 
was reaffirmed by him yesterday when he visited the Bosch automotive and 
mechanical electricity firm, located on Forcas Populares de Libertacao de 
Mocambique Avenue, 


While talking with members of the firm's management, President Samora again 
spoke of the need and importance of centralizing authority. He recommended 
that even though management, administration, and the party structure exist, 
only one person should have top responsibility for the firm and his decisions 
must be respected. 


Still in the same neighborhood, the delegation then visited the International 
Cooperation warehouse and the storehouse for the furniture confiscated by the 
APIE [Administration of State Lands and Property], where President Samora 
gave specific instructions on how the items kept in both places should be 
disposed of. 


He said that the Ministry of Defense would send fighters from the Popular 
Forces for the Liberation of Mozambique to help arrange the items stored 
there. This will be done under the supervision of the ministries, which will 
send representatives to identify the items they can use. This project must 
be started next Tuesday. 


At the end of the project, a way will have to be found to sell the items be- 
ing stored there. On this subject, President Samora asked during a talk 











with the local inhabitants if they did not want to buy a lot of the things 
stored there. The answer was a unanimous "yes," and he then said, "On Tues- 


day they are going to arrange the things and classify them. Get your money 
ready so that you can buy." 


The last place to be visited by President Samora Machel yesterday was the 
storehouse for items confiscated by the police--located at the PIC (Criminal 
Investigation Police)--where a great variety of things are to be found, 


At the end of his visit, the top leader of the party and state addressed a 
number of leaders of that police organization. He denounced a number of atti- 
tudes that discredit our police forces, namely the stealing engaged in by 

some police force members. He said he is aware of many specific cases and 

has a long list of individuals involved in that practice, as is reported 
elsewhere in this issue.

LACK OF CADRE HINDERS INFORMATION SECTOR DEVELOPMENT 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 25 Jan 80 p 2 


[Excerpt] The lack of a correct, dynamic, permanent procedure to train cadre 
was considered one of the principal obstacles currently affecting the 
development of the work of information. 


Unlike the issue of planning, about which people were not then adequately 
aware, when the first seminar was held in 1977 in our sector, the question 
of training cadre was already considered one of the greatest priorities 
and many directives were given on this subject. 


The conclusion drawn now at the second seminar shows, however, that as in 
other fields, these directives were very inadequately implemented. "The 

rare initiatives taken," stated the report of the respective work group, "were 
few and far between and disorganized." 


However, here it was noted that one basic factor for the failure was the 
absence or the nonfunctioning of structures to deal with this problem, espec- 
ially to implement the decisions of the first seminar. Thus, it was 
ascertained that both at the central level and in the organs of information, 
vocational structures for the political and professional training of 
journalists and other workers involved in producing information do not exist 
or exist only in embryonic form. 


Secondly, the working group deemed this resulted in "the absence of guidance, 
planning, implementation and control in the field of training cadre, both 
at the central level and at the level of each information organ and structure.’ 





Analysis of Actions Taken 


On the other hand, the seminar analyzed the few actions that had been taken 

in this field. The first matter discussed was recruiting. In most 

cases, recruitment for information was done by public competitive examina- 
tions, with a sixth grade education required as a minimum qualification. 

Now, this level of education is too low to provide a minimum base for training 
journalists and other qualified cadres needed for information. 








The individuals admitted by this process are immediately put to work in 
editorial rooms, without any prior preparation-~-speaking specifically of 
journalists. As the average level of professional preparation in 

editorial rooms is rather low, the new journalist "is trapped in a mediocre 
rut and aware that he has not mastered the fundamentals of the profession"-- 
to quote once again the report of the work group. 


It was noted then that both the basic intensive courses organized by the 

ONJ [National Organization of Journalism] and retraining courses, held by 

the organs of information, are not very effective. The first has an 

excessive number of classroom hours while the curriculum, on the other hand, 
neglects the technical-vocational aspects of training. The retraining courses 
are either excessiveiy ctechnical (not supplemented by political training) 

or, in other cases, too theoretical and accelerated to permit the desired 
comprehension of the material. 





To Achieve the Correct Solutions 


Thorough reflection on the causes of these failures, then, is necessary. It 

is obvious that, in addition to the reasons already mentioned, a difficult 
contradiction still remained to resolve: on one hand, we are only able to 
recruit individuals with sixth or seventh grade education in this phase because 
individuals with more education are assigned to other sectors considered to 
have priority, but on the other hand, we noted that a sixth or seventh grade 
education is not a sufficient base to learn the journalist's trade. 


How can we resolve this contradiction? Creating, on our own, conditions so 
that those individuals will have at least completed the ninth grade 

before entering the organs of information--was the answer we received. 

From this suggestion came the plan for the school of journalism which will 
be the centerpiece of the specific, short-term actions to be carried out 

in our sector. 


The school of journalism, which should begin operating during this school 
year, aims to supply general training at the secondary level and basic 
vocational training to young people who enter after the sixth grade. 
Beginning with our specific situation, it then involves establishing bases 
for the middle term, to overcome the shortage of cadre which is the topic 
of discussion today in the information sector.

INFORMATION MEDIA SEMINAR RESULTS ANALYZED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 21 Jan 80 p 3 


[Text] In beginning our preparatory work last November for the Second Nation- 
al Information Seminar, we started by taking sock of the activity of each 
infc rmetion medium and organization. The reports presented recorded a large 
number of problems: errors, aberrations, and shortcomings. Also noted were 
the poor quality of the information we produce; the lack of participation by 
most workers in the conception of informational work, which in some cases 
leads to demobilization and a lack of interest; the existence of serious dem- 
onstrations of indiscipline and liberalism within the information media and 
Organizations; and the persistence of political errors and ideological aber- 
rations in the content of informational work. 


But it was necessary not to let ourselves be drowned in the enumeration of 
those problems. It was also necessary that we not limit ourselves to making 
one more analysis of their proximate and remote causes--although that was 
very important and even essential. But it was necessary to go further; it 
was necessary to find the main avenues to a solution: the main lines of action 
on which we should concentrat. our efforts. In other words, it was necessary 
to identify the essential taigets precisely in order not to disperse our fire. 


Working Structures and Methods 


The debates made it possible to conclude that a first big group of problems 

had their roots in a common underlying cause: the lack of strong leadership 

and of democratic working structures and methods at the level of the various 
information media and organizations. Without strong and centralized leader- 
ship, there can be no discipline and the door is open to liberalism and anarchy. 
On the other hand, without democratic working structures and methods, it is 

not possible for discipline to be correctly accepted by all and for the battle 
against liberalism and anarchy to be a battle engaged in by all the workers. 


As we saw, that conclusion is connected with two ideas which are distinct but 
which are closely related: the idea of strong leadership and that of demo- 
cratic working structures and methods. The synthesis of those ideas consti- 
tutes the principles of democratic centralism 








But in order to put that conclusion across, it was necessary to combat a nun- 
ber of erroneous ideas expressed during the seminar. The chief error was 

the idea that there is a contradiction between those two concepts: in other 
words, that strong and centralized leadership would be incompatible with the 
existence of democratic working structures and methods and vice versa, 


It was necessary to show that that idea is based on another, equally errone- 
ous idea, which is the lower middle-class concept of power and democracy. 
According to that concept, democracy exists when each individual or each 
small group can decide at all times what to do or not do and what is right 
and wrong. Also rooted there is the lower middle-class concept of individuas 
freedom. It is an idea that belongs to the liberal phase of capitalism, in 
which free competition among small and medium-sizec capitalists was the 
driving force of the economic system, 


Today that is still the ideological banner of the lower middle class, and it 
persists with great strength in capitalist society in general, even during a 
phase in which monopoly capitalism has already reached its highest develop- 
ment. It is also a key point still used by the propaganda machinery of mo- 
nopoly capitalism itself, the object being to keep the lower middle class and 
the so-called strata of capitalist society tied to it. 


It is obvious that such a concept has no place in the socialist society--the 
society we are building. The socialist--Marxist-Leninist--concept of democ- 
racy is not the idea that each individual or group of individuals can at all 
times decide what he or it wants to do or not do. Our concept of democracy 

is that the will of the overwhelming majority takes precedence at all times 

over the individual will or that of a small group. 


And who interprets the will of the people at all times? It is the party, 

the vanguard detachment of the working classes. Through the state--the in- 
strument of people's government--it translates the will of the entire people 
into specific actions. That ics our concept of democracy--the Marxist-Leninist 
concept. Rooted in it is the concept of a strong and centralized government 
capable of implementing effectively the directions issued by the party, which 
is the concrete expression of the peopie's will. 


On a more immediate level, our experience shows that without strong, dynamic, 
and operative leadership, it is not possible for democratic structures to 
function (in an enterprise, for example). For that matter, it is not possible 
for structures of any kind to function, since without leadership there is no 
control, no rendering of accounts, and not even a guarantee that the work is 
correctly oriented. 


It is equally true that without democratic and collective working structures 
and methods, leadership, according .o our concept of power, cannot be strong 
Or Operative. Our leadership is going to draw its strength from permanent 
contact with the rank and file and from collective methods of work and leader- 


Ship. 





As Minister Jorge Rebelo emphasized in his closing speech at the seminar, 
only the correct understanding of that dialectical relationship will make it 
possible to apply the principles of democratic centralism effectively without 
rightist deviations, which lead to authoritarianism, or “leftist” deviations, 
which lead to ultrademocratism and anarchy. 


Question of Structures a Priority 


It was that profound reflection on the question of structures which led the 
seminar to define it as the first priority for our action in the current 
phase. It is a fact that since structures are our basic instrument, the laca 
of operative structures makes it useless even to draw up work schedules or to 
define other priorities, since they would inevitably be ignored. 


Thus i: was that the seminar's first guideline--for immediate implementation-- 
called for strengthening leadership at the level of the information media and 
Organizations and implementing democratic working structures and methods. 
Clearly specified were the deadlines and mechanisms for rendering an account- 
ing, as well as those responsible. 


That action is to create conditions for increasingly broad and active partici- 
pation by all information workers in the process of producing informational 
work--from its conception to its execution. This means creating conditions 
for freeing and developing the creativity of all the workers--a process that 
is to enable us to make the qualitative leap we have defined as the main ob- 
jective in this phase. 


Questions relative to planning and the training of cadres come next in the 
scale of priorities defined at the Second National Information Seminar. We 
will discuss them in our next article.

DEVELOPMENT OF WOOD SECTOR--Beginning this May a wood production plan will 

go into effect throughout the country as part of the process of organizing 
the forestry sector, the purpose being to contribute significantly to the de- 
velopment of the national economy. The plan in question involves a series of 
activities and is aimed basically at producing good-quality wood for export. 
It will be coordinated by the National Wood Production Enterprise, now in 

the process of formation as a state enterprise directly subordinate to the 
Ministry of Agriculture and directly supervised by the National Planning Com- 
mission. The 1980 production plar. for the forestry sector is the first to 

be implemented simultaneously in all the provinces except Niassa and Tete. 
According to estimates obtained from the Ministry of Agriculture's Forestry 
Department, the plan calls for a production figure nearly triple that of last 
year.

A YOUNG member of 
the HNP who tried to get 
an organisation similar to 
the Wit Weerstandsbeweg.

Friedrich, 28, told the 
Windhoek Supreme Court 
yesterday his purpose in ex- 


perimenting with a home- 
made bomb with Danie 
Williams was to find “gim- 
micks” to use in emergency 
situations. 

Williams, who has pleaded 
not guilty to one charge of 
murder, eight charges of at- 
tempted murder or par- 
ticipating in terrorist activities 
following the grenade attack 
on the Masonic Lodge in 
Leutwein Street last year, met 
Mr Friedrich in Windhoek one 
day last year, Mr Friedrich 
said. 

He told Williams he wanted 
to experiment with a recipe for 
a bomb that he had received 
by post from somebody in 
Pretoria. 

He, Williams and another 
frend went to the municipal 
rubbish dump outside 
Windhoek, but could not carry 
out the experiment there due 
to the presence of people. 


He and Williams proceeded 
without the friend to the plot 
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of Williams’ father. 

There they mixed chlorine 
with brake fluid in bottles. The 
mixture caused heat to develop 
in the bottle, he said. The 
whole process had to be com- 
pleted as quickly as possible. 

While they were working, 
one of the bottles exploded in- 
juring Williams on the thigh of 
his right leg. 

Questioned by Mr Don 
Brunette, the Attorney 
General of SWA, who is 
prosecuting, Mr Friedrich said 
he and Williams wanted to 


find gimmicks which could be 
used in times of emergency. 

He had basically nothing 
against Black people, he said. 
Blacks did not act out of their 
own, but were manipulated 
behind the scenes by secret in- 
ternational organisations who 
were bent on reducing the 
world to one classless, world 
state with characterless, soul- 
less Brown communities with 
no will. 

These international forces, 
like Free Masonry and 
Zionism, used terror to upset 
law and order. With the 
memory of the ‘murder of 
Whites in northern SWA last 
year, he decided it would be 
useful to be prepared. 

His ideology — and this ap- 
plied to Williams too — was 
that a duty existed to fight the 
enemy with everything possi- 
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ble, but that the killing of peo 
ple did not fall under that duty. 

Although he had printed 
pamphlets — which referred to 
Free Masons as people who 
plan and execute murders — 
the organisation similar to the 
WWB never got further than 
the inception of a committee to 
get it off the ground. 

Williams was not on this 
committee, he said. 

He had tried to get support 
from the HNP for the 
organisation, but Mr Sarel 
Becker did not want anything 
to do with a secret, illegal 
organisation. 

Earlier Major General 
Badenhorst of the Security 
Police told the court Williams 
had written notes on his re 
quest, after being detained for 
a few days, spelling out his 
movements in detail on the 
night of the attack. 

He also said a plaster cast 
of a footprint found in the 
vicinity of the Masonic Lodge 
did not fit Williams’ foot. 

The State closed its case 
yesterday. Mr Johan Els, for 
Williams, immediately applied 
for the release of Williams. Mr 
Els and Mr Brunette will argue 
the application tomorrow.

WE WILL NOT LEAVE NUDO

The three leaders, Mr

joint statement in which they 
ask that reasons be given for 
their expulsion. In NUDO 
they held the positions respec- 
tively of Chairman, Vice- 
President and the portfolio 
Welfare and Pensions. 

In the statement they 


‘ declare: “These positions have 


been designated to us by the 
organisation's congress but 
our expulsion was not carried 
out by either congress or the 
central committee. For that 
reason we regard this decision 
as unvalid and unacceptable. 
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“No reasons have been 
given for our expulsion. Wc 
have not been told what we 
were supposed to have done 
wrong in either NUDO or the 
DTA. 

“We will not leave the DTA, 
NUDO or the National As- 
sembly. 

“Many of the headmen are 
not satisfied about the decision 
that we should leave. And as 
long as there are headmen that 


feel this way we will stay on as 
representatives of our people. 

“As founders of NUDO we 
will remain there until we have 
been given a fair hearing and 
the reasons for our expulsion 
have been made public. 


“As members of the same 


tribe we hope that this matter 
will soon be cleared up to the 
benefit of all the Herero peo- 
ple.”

That 
Commission planned to have its report ready by 
yesterday, for submission to the State President in 
South Africa, who must decide what to do about it, 
another ludicrogs matter, because it underscores 
the point that a multitude of governments have a 
say in South West African affairs. ; 

We have done our homework and have talked to 
a number of people. We are shocked that the public 
is not entitled to know the truth because the real 
evidence they should have read, wes held in camera . 
What sort of probe is that? Have we become so sick 
that we cannot face the truth? We for example still 
feebly clung to the belief that irregularities were to 
be ascribed to a deficient marketing system, which 
lent itself to malpractices. We were rudely shaken 
to find that although this is basically true, the coun- 
try would be outraged should they know the real 
truths - which we are not allowed to bring to the at- 
tention of the man in the street, because if we do, we 
clash with the law. Corruption is thus protected by 
the law. 

How does one cure a wrong? Through conceal- 
ment? By means of protection? By imposing the law 
on those in a position, the press, to bring the truth 
to the public? 

The last hope that is left is that the report by this 
Commission will at least be made public. 

To us it is not an argument, or at least let us say 
that this could be the argument of people not paying 
much attention to the rules of honesty, that a man 
should be entitled to speak behind closed doors, then 
make the most terrifying allegations about corruption 
but not a word is allowed to appear in a newspaper. 
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FARMER REPORTED DRIVING OFF 11 TERRORISTS

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A 60-year-old farmer 
from Goabis, near Groot- 
fontein, who with his wife 
surprised at least 11 ter- 
rorists and set them fleeing 
on Sunday, declared yester- 
day that he would fighi 
back and not run away. 


With his wife Erica, 54, at 
his side, Mr Jakobus Louw 
darted from one side of his 
house to the other, injuring at 
least two terrorists from 
a group that had taken up posi- 
tions around his house. 

The terrorists are 
presumably the group that 
made contact with security 
forces last Thursday after in- 
filtrating the northern tip of 
the Tsumeb district through 
the Mangeti Block. No-one 
was killed or injured in the 
contact and the terrorists fled 
into the bush. 

A spokesman for 
Command _ confirmed

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mornmiag that the extensive 
land and air search for the 
group was still in operation. 

Mr Louw’s house was 
damaged considerably in the 
fight. A handgrenade was 
thrown on the roof, causing 
hot zink to fall through the 
ceiling onto the bed in a 
bedroom, although no fire 
broke out. 

Mr Louw’s daughter, An- 
tonette Zahradnicky, 25, spent 
the duration of the shootout — 
which lasted between fifteen 
and twenty minutes — clinging 
to her year old baby in a 
wardrobe. 

The terrorists took up posi- 
tions at a safe distance from 
the farm at least two days 
before the attack, according to 
Mr Louw. 

Before approaching the 
homestead at about 1.20 on 
Sunday afternoon, the ter- 
rorists first made sure the 
telephone lines were out of 
order, and threatened the farm 
workers to keep quiet. Two 
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terrorists stood guard over the 
workers. 

Mr Louw surprised the ter- 
rorists by shooting at them 
before they could launci their 
attack. 

Mr Louw said he shot one 
terrorist in the stomach and 
another in the buttocks. 

Windowpanes were shat- 
tered by bullets, and Mr 
Louw’'s two bakkies were also 
damaged. A petrol permit was 
stolen from one of the bakkies. 


Mr Louw says the terrorists 
used powerful weapons. The 
walls of his house are full of 
holes and bullets went right 
through the kitchen walls. 

Telephone lines above the 
roof and an FM aerial were 
put out of action by bullets. 


The terrorists apparently 
planned to set the house alight. 
Petrol cans were gathered, but 
the terrorists could find no 
petrol and left the cans. They 
also shot a chicken and took it 
with them.

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HIGH FEES DRIVING STUDENTS TO SOUTH AFRICA 
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[Text] High boarding school fees were chasing children out of SWA, Mr Nico 
Jansen, MLA for Keetmanshoop, said in the Budget Debate in the Legislative

In the south people were sending their children to schools in Kakamas and 
Upington because it was cheaper there. 


Citing figures of the high boarding schovl costs, Mr Jansen said there was 
also a drought this year. One farmer was now paying R1,800 in fees for 
his children whereas he paid R960 before. Children could be sent to good 
schools in the Republic, like in Paarl, at a lower cost and children were 
leaving SWA in this manner. 


He wanted to know why the boarding school fees were increased so drastically 
all at once, especially when there was a drought. 


Mr Jansen referred to the position of nurses. In 1975 he had already 
referred to the drastic shortage of nurses, but the Administration only 
five years later began taxing the salaries of husbands and wives separately. 


Many nurses did not want to work because they were taxed jointly with their 
husbands, he said.

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This guarantee had never 
been withdrawn, and there was 
no doubt that it was still as 
valid as ever. 

Until the Turnhalle agree- 
ment became law, that 
guarantee did not fall away. 

It was agreed that for the 
period of interim authority in 
SWA, the Legislative As- 
sembely and Executive Com- 
mittee would retain the powers 
it had. 

In June 1977, the present 
leader of the Opposition in the 
Assembly, Mr Dirk Mudge, 
epoke about the “miracle” of 
Turnhalle. But who had later 
taken the lead in forcing things 
down other people’s throats, 
Advocate Van Zijl asked. 

Later, Mr Mudge told the 
NP caucus he had problems 
with the concept of areas of 
authority. According to the 
Turnhalle agreement represen. 
tative authorities had power 
over their people and the areas 
their people were in. This was 
the obvious interpretation of 
the Turnhalle agreement.

TERRORISTS IN TSUMEB AREA--A group of Swapo terrorists which infiltrated the 
northern White farming areas of SWA last week are apparently still at large. 
Since Friday security forces have been carrying out an extensive land and air 
search for the group, after a short clash in which no-one was killed or 
injured.

SWA Command confirmed last night that the search for the group 
was still in progress, reports Sapa. A spokesman for SWA Command declined 
to say whether the search had been extended to other areas south of the 
operational area, as reported earlier.

RURAL ALLOWANCES APPROVED--An occupational allowance of R 2000 per year is 
to be paid to people staying in stipulated rural areas. As from Monday 
February 25, officials of the Directorate of Agriculture and Forestry will 
be at a number of scheduled places to inform would-be applicants on the 
various aspects of this scheme. The intention to pay such an allowance 

was made known by the Administrator General on November 6 last year as a 
measure to combat the disturbing depopulation of the rural areas, especially 
in the north of the Territory. There are certain requirements to qualify 
for the allowance. An applicant must, for example, occupy the farm on a 
fulltime basis, or the farm must be occupied by a suitable person such as 

a farm manager. In addition, such an occupier must also comply with the 
security factor and be able to deliver an active contribution to the area's 
security plan. The allowance will be paid quarterly on application and in 
cases where the applicant complies with all the stipulations for a portion 
of a quarter, a pro-rata payment will be considered at the end of the 
quarter.

FOURTH NDP TO GIVE GREATER LOCAL ROLE 
Ikeja THE PUNCH in English 8 Feb 80 p 16

[Text] The fourth national development plan will be launched next 
December. 


Multi-million naira projects--a common feature in past national develop- 
ment plans--will be kept to the barest minimum in the fourth national 
plan, Mrs Ebun Oyagbola, Minister of National Planning had declared. 


Mrs Oyagbola said at a Press briefing in Lagos yesterday that the next 
national plan would be a complete departure from what obtained in the 
past. 


Apart from minimising "grandiose or expensive new projects," the fourth 
plan will be a consolidation of the achievements made during the last plan 
periods," she said. 


Moreover, as a marked departure from the past, the local governments would 
play a crucial role in the next plan. 


Mrs Oyagbola said they would have to initiate and prepare their own projects 
which would be integrated into the national plan. 


They would also be responsible for the implementation of such projects, 
using the resources expected to be placed at their disposal. 


Mrs Oyagbola stated that greater emphasis would be placed on manpower 
development, particularly the development of technical staff of both 
high intermediate and lower levels. 


She noted that the second and third national development plans had 
clearly demonstrated that inadequate manpower supply could be a more con- 
straining factor to growth than lack of funds.

Already, a document, which contains guidelines for the fourth national plan 
is being printed for circulation to all government agencies. 


Mrs Oyagbola mentioned the shortage of reliable data as one of the great- 
est problems that had so far "bedeviled our planning effort." 


Although the problem posed by the data situation had been improving steadily 
since the first national plan, "it is still very much with us," she stated. 


The minister also dropped the limit that the Ministry of National Planning 
would be transformed into a National Planning Commission under the 


President's office. 


Detailed measures for effecting this decision are already being worked 
out, she added.

NPP EXECUTIVE DISCUSSES NPP-NPN FEDERAL ACCORD

[Text] The NPP-NPN Federal acc + dominated the two-day meeting of NPP 
national executive council meet g at Oguta, near Owerri, Imo State. 


The meeting, which ended at the weekend, was attended by the party chair- 
man Chief Olu Akimfosile, NPP leader Dr Nnamdi Azikiwe, Anambra State 
Governor Jim Nwobodo and Chief R.B.K. Cafor. 


Dr Michael Okpara had held "a top level" discussion with Dr Azikiwe at 
Owerri one day before the meeting and then went to Umuahia. 


Meeting sources said some leading party men accuse the NPN of "double 
crossing'’ the NPP on many national issues. But no definite decision was 
said to have been taken to denounce the "accord." 


Another issue discussed was the allegation that party discipline was 
being wrecked by some top members. 


The quarrel between Senator Jaja Wachukwu and Chief N.N. Anah and others 
was said to have been extensively discussed. But details of this were 
kept "top secret."

Imo State Governor Sam Mbakwe, who inexplicably did not attend the meeting, 
dictated the spirit of the meeting, through issues he raised in an address 
read on his behalf by his deputy, Prince Isaac Uzoigwe. 


Mr Mbakwe, raising questions, wanted a review of how the NPP-NPN accord 
had been working. 


Could the NPP claim alibi if the Federal Government fails? 


Could the NPP fully claim knowledge of what is happening in the Federal 
Government? If it could not, could it end the accord? 
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Governor Mbakwe also spoke of the need to inject discipline into NPP 
ranks urging that "any NPP functionary or legislator who failed to toe 
the party line should be thrown out." 


Those issues, he warned must be tackled quickly if the party "is to make 
it in 1983 and win the elections." 


In his reply, the national chairman, Chief Olu Akinfosile, said that 
Governor Mbakwe's "forthright" speech reflected fully the feelings of the 
entire NPP. 


Chief Akinfosile asked the council to examine closely the points 
Mr Mbakwe raised "in order to ensure the triumph and survival of the 
NPP." 


Before the meeting began, a minute's silence was observed in memory 
of Chief S. A. Onitiri, who died after the Jos convention. 


Meanwhile, Governor Mbakwe had announced that his government would have 
no dealings with President Shehu Shagari's liaison officer in Imo State, 
Mr Collins Obih. 


Mr Mbakwe said officers were not cleared with the Senate "even though they 
are to be paid from public funds." 


He described the liaison officers, as "organising secretaries of the 
NPN in disguise.

PRICE LIMITATION SYSTEM SHOULD BE REVIVED 
Lagos BUSINESS TIMES in English 12 Feb 80 p 3 
{Editorial: "Whatever Happened to RPMA?"] 


[Text] In 1978, the Federal Government virtually ended its ineffectual 
price control by removing most of the items subject to price control 
from the list. 


These items and a host cf others were then made subject to the Resale 
Price Maintenance Arrangement (RPMA), an arrangement whereby manufactur- 
ers would fix their own prices (with the approval of the Price Control] 
Board) and then police them to ensure that their agents adhered to them. 


As part of the arrangement, manufacturers'importers were to ensure that 
their products had price tags, either by printing the prices on individual 
items themselves or making it compulsory for their distributors and re- 
tailers to exhibit conspicuously, the prices at which goods were being 
sold. 


A distributor/retatler who failed to exhibit the prices, altered them or 
sold at higher prices than those authorised, was to be deemed to have 
violated the conditions of supply. The manufacturer/importer was then 
expected to blacklist him and to publicise such action as a deterrent to 
others. 


Although manufacturers had been complaining for so long about price 
control that anything else would have been a welcome relief, RPMA never 
got off to a rousing start. In spite of some of the advantages it had 
for businessmen, most rather saw it as defacto price control, and if they 
could help it, would not have anything to do with it. 


They did not have to worry too much about it. Although the scheme still 
exists, at least on paper, the government itself is lukewarm on the 
subject, or so it would appear from the distinguished lack of activity 
in that direction. 





In the meantime, retailers and eve. wholesalers, are charging Nigerian 
consumers whatever their profit-conscious minds dictate; and given the 
widespread shortages that resulted from import restrictions, trading in 
the country has become a question of "take it or leave it" and usually the 
defeated consumer comes back to take it. 


But RPMA did not need to have died so ignominously. As ideas for 
government action go; it is probably not the worse this country has 
seen. In any case, implementing it, even in a token form, will still 
be better than the hand-wringing impotence which is so frequently 
denoted by governments' expression of concern at rising prices. 


For the manufacturers, who incidentally are not in fact the beneficiaries 
of the abnormal profits being made through unreasonable prices RPMA will 
not amount to any restriction that does not already exist. 


Further it could help increase sales, if it should lead to more reason- 
able prices. And it should always be remembered that it is better than 
outright price control which government may be tempted to institute if 
things get too unreasonable. 


RPMA ought to be getting a lot more attention and support than it has so 
far get.

1979 OLL PRODUCTION, INCOME FIGURES GiVEN 
Lagos BUSINESS TIMES in English 12 Feb 80 pp 1, 24

[Text] Nigeria's production of crude petroleum reached a new record in 
1979. Total output was 840.94 million barrels or a daily average 
production of 2.3039 million barrels per day, representing an increase 
of 210 percent over the output for 1978. 


The 1979 output exceeded the previous record established in 1974 by 
17.64 million barrels. 


Output increase however was not the only thing that happened in what was, 
in many respects, a spectacular year for oil. The year saw the prices 
of Nigeria's crudes increasing by more than 100 percent ‘rom about 14 
dollars per barrel to about 30 dollars per barrel. 


In addition, the year saw the Nigerian National Petroleum Corporation 
increasing its equity participation in oil producing companies in the 
country from 55 percent to 60 percent as well as the nationalisation of 
British Petroleum interests in the country, which meant, among other things 
an additional quantity of about 280,000 barrels of crude per day for the 
NNPC. 


The highest Levels of production were reached early in the year. Total 
output during the first quarter of the year was 219.4 million barrels or 
an average daily production of 2.4377 million barrels. 


This dropped slightly during the second quarter (April-June) to 218.96 
million barrels or an average daily production of 2.4061 million barrels. 


However, starting from August 1, 1979, the NNPC ordered a 10 percent pro- 
duction cut. The across-the-board cut, according to the corporation, was 
made to prevent a too rapid exploitation of the wells, which could shorten 
their production lives. The cut was expected to bring the country's 
production down to around 2.1 million bbl per day. 





Output ‘n the third quarter of the year dropped consequently; to 205.19 
million barrels or an average production of 2.2304 million barrels per 
day. 


By the last quaiter of the year, the production cut was fully effective. 
Output in October was 66.187 million barrels or 2.1350 million barrels 
per day. In November it was 2.1505 million barrels per day or a total of 
64.515 million barrels. 


And according to data published in Lagos last week by the Oil Producers 
Trade Section of the Lagos Chamber of Commerce and Industry, output in 
December was 66.680 million barrels. 


Total output during the last quarter was therefore down on the preceding 
quarters’ level, to 197.39 million barrels. 


Of the total quantity of oil produced last year, the local refineries 
using an average of about 90,000 barrels per day, took about 32 million 
barrels. Substantial quantities of crude were also refined off-shore 
for use in Nigeria. 


All the crude produced, both those exported and those consumed locally, 
had a value of around 17 billion dollars or N9.295 billion at current 
exchange rates. The first quarter output of 219.4 million, valued at 
first quarter prices of about 14.80 dollars a barrel would have a value 
of about 3.25 million dollars. 


The second quarter output at that quarters prices of first 14.80 dollars 
per barrel and then 20.96 dollars per barrel would have a value of about 
3.91 billion dollars. 


The third quarter output, at 23.50 dollars per barrel would have a value of 
4.82 billion dollars per barrel would have a value of 4.82 billion 

dollars, while the fourth quarter output, first at 23.50 dollars per barrel 
and later at about 30 dollars per barrel would have a value of about 5.1 
billion dollars. 


What would have actually been earned in foreign exchange would of course 
be lower, while government revenue would be even lower. 


These financial results, although much higher than what was earned in 
1978, may be considered disappointing having regard to projections early 
last year that said government revenue from oil wou'd be in excess of 
N10 billion. 


The disappointment however must be seen as deliberate, being entirely 
attributable to the production cuts made from August. 








Disappointing or not, the record prices realised on Nigeria's ol! last 
year (prices have since this year risen to new records) coupled with strict 
import restriction have helped to bring about the recovery of Nigeria's 
balance of payments. 


As at the end of November 1979, the country's foreign exchange reserves 
held by the Central Bank of Nigeria had risen to N2929.85 million, repre- 
senting a rise of about N1.76 billion over the end of 1978 level. 


The level is almost certain to have risen in December, indicating that the 
country would have a very healthy payments surplus, as against the record 
deficit of N1.4 billion recorded in 1978.

income, medium income and low income earners. The governor said appli- 
cations should be submitted to the land office in each local government 
area, which had just been established in all the 23 local government 
councils and that all outstanding applications would be considered in 
accordance with the new regulations. Alhaji Jakande said no temporary 
occupation licence or interim development permit would be issued with 
effect from Monday stressing that all such existing licences or permits 
were concelled and then holders were advised to report to the nearest 
land office.

[Editorial: "End Dependence" ] 

[Text] At the beginning of what has been termed the oil "crisis," the 
Reunion Communist Party called the attention of public opinion to the 
seriousness of the dependence of our country on foreign energy sources. 


This dependence is partial in the production of electricity; it is total 
in transportation. For households the use of gas is widespread. The 
same is true for the canteens of the collectives. 


In other words, and to limit ourselves to those aspects, the continual 
rise in raw materials or possibly a restriction in their supply would 
have catastrophic repercussions. 


For five years at least, our party has been saying that. In the beginning, 
the pessimists made ironic remarks. According to them, the Communist Party 
enjoys catastrophes. Or they even said: "It is only in seeing the dark 
side of things and playing on the gullibility of people that it can make 
headway." 


Today, it turns out that what we said at the time does not make anyone smile 
anymore. The hypothesis of the continual rise in prices has been confirmed 
and the hypothesis of scarcity or of an eventual lack is taken seriously. 


From now on, we cannot avoid the question of our energy dependence. We 
must find solutions. And no one will find them for us. 


Let us add also that the Reunion Communist Party was not satisfied to raise 
the problem of this independence. At the same time, it proposed a certain 
number of solutions. "The Immediate Plan for the Survival of the Reunion 
Communist Party" devotes six pages to proposals, suggestions and original 
ideas. The Plan for Survival is already 5 years old. That proves that 

the concern of our party isnot an attempt to profit from the circumstances. 
It comes out of a spirit of responsibility and out of the role of the

When prices have become out of reach or when supply becomes for one reason 
or another very difficult, irregular or impossible, those who today are 
encouraging imports and dependence will likely be somewhere else, safe 

from shortages, and it will Le the citizens of Reunion who will feel the 
consequences of that policy. All that is not, alas, political fiction. 

We must provide for the future. And the citizens of Reunion cannot abdicate 
their responsibilities. It is up to them to take over the management of 
their affairs for the well being of the majority of us. Are there solutions 
other than that of Democratic and Popular Autonomy? Certainly not.

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ELECTLON RESULTS DUE TUESDAY

[Text] The Registrar-General, Mr Eric Pope-Simmonds, will announce the 
result of the election at 9 a.m. on Tuesday in Salisbury. 


In an interview yesterday he said he would read out the results at a venue 
to be decided by the National Election Directorate. 


"It is intended that I announce both the distribution of seats and the 
successful candidates at that time. But if there is a delay then I shall 
name the successful candidates perhaps an hour later." 


He confirmed that the candidates would be taken "from the top of the lists 
of candidates submitted by the successful parties". 


The British Election Commissioner, Sir John Boynton, has said that the 
results should be announced at 9 a.m. on Tuesday "and we will stick to that 
timing if it is at all possible,'' Mr Pope-Simmonds said. 


The Governor, in consultation with the leaders of the political parties, will 
then take the necessary steps toward appointing the first prime minister of 
Zimbabwe. He will be the man considered best able to command the support of 
a majority of members of the House of Assembly. 


Explaining the formula for determining the number of seats allocated to the 
parties, Mr Pope-Simmonds said any party which polled less than 10 percent 
of the total vote in that electoral district would be eliminated. 


The formula can best be explained by using a hypothetical election result in 
Manicaland, which kas been allocated 11 seats and in which five parties will 
take part. 


Assume Party A receives 248,013 votes (50.83 percent of the total votes 
cast); Party B 102,604 votes (21.03 percent); Party C 133,721 votes (27.41 
percent); Party D 2,560 (0.52 percent); and Party E 1,013 (0.21 percent). 
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Subtracted 


Parties D and E are eliminated (they gained less than 10 percent of the 
votes). The total number of votes they received is subtracted from the 
total cast in the district (487,911), leaving 484,338. 


The quota is calculated by dividing the net votes cast (484,338) by the 
number of seats (11), which is 44,030 (disregarding fractions). The total 
votes cast for each individual party, divided by the quota, determines the 
number of seats allocated to each of the remaining parties. 


Therefore Party A receives six seats--248,013 divided by 44,030 equals 5.63 
(or six when takeu to the nearest whole number). 


Party B receives two seats--102,604 divided by 44,030 equals -..33. 


Party C receives three seats--133,731 divided by 44,030 equals 3.04.

[Text] The printing presses of the Roman Catholic Church-owned Mambo 
Press in Gwelo were blown up just before 3 a.m. yesterday. 


Parts of two bodies were later found in the rubble near what was thought 
to be the seat of the explosion, as was a damaged Tokarev pistol. None of 
the Mambo employees was missing. 


One of the bodies was definitely an African. The other, which consisted 
only of a leg, could possibly be a white man, said Police. They intended 
to continue their search of the rubble early today. 


Mambo Press publishes the weekly Catholic newspaper, MOTO, that was banned 
for four years and which only reappeared four or five issues ago when the 
Governor, Lord Soames, Lifted the bar. 


On Saturday forged copies of MOTO containing an article derogatory to 
Mr Robert Mugabe, the ZANU (PF) leader, were given away in Salisbury, Umtali 
and Rusape. 


Father Josef Elsener, the Bishop of Gwelo's secretary who went to the scene 
after the explosion, said he t.ought it could have some connections with the 
forged newspaper. 


Although about 18 people--in the main lay brothers and sis.ers of the church 
who work at Mambo Press--were sleeping in hostel-type accommodation fairly 
close to the printing shop, only one man there, a German journalist who was 
staying overnight, was hurt. His head was gashed by flying glass but it was 
a minor wound. 


The Mambo Press complex, which is fairly isolated, is between Gwelo and 
senka. 


Heavy sections of the printing machinery were hurled into the air by the 
explosion. Roof sheeting was thrown as much as 70 m away and windows were 
blown out over a wide area arouna the printing shop. 








Air Force bomb disposal men were called to the scene at dawn and searched 
through the rubble but it was not until about 5 a.m. that a human leg was 
found. The legs and torso of another body were ftound later. 


Police thought the explosion could have been caused by a T™ 46 landmine, 
which contains about 8 kg of explosive. Near one printing machine there 
was a crater about the size of such a mine. 


Police forensic and ballistics experts from Salisbury arrived at the scene 
later yesterday and began their investigations. 


Near the seat of the explosion an expended 0.22 cartridge case was found. 
This could have been used as a detonator, Police said. 


Five drums of benzine were in the printing shop. These apparently exploded 
a few seconds after the main blast. Witnesses said they heard the first 
bang and then "a sort of whoof".

(fexts Motor fuel has had still another price rise. This was to be 
expected after the last round of OPEC talks on 20 December 1979 at Caracas. 
The shock that gives to our oil bill, driving it up to 40,2 billion CFA 
francs might have been less severe, however, had the Caracas conference 
produced a resu't which, even if not favorabie to us (the price rise had 
been decided long before the conference), might at least make it possible 
to achieve some uniformity at the pumps. The failure of these sessions to 
agree on a common price scale resulted in a continuation of anarchy in che 
motor fuel market. Each country left Caracas free to set its own priccs! 


Now it so happens that our suppliers--Iraq with oil from "Petrole Basreh," 
Nigeria which sells us Nigerian Light and Algeria which sends cur refinery 
the oil known as "Hassi Messaoud"'--are in with OPEC among the hard-liners, 
who have raised the prices substantially. Thus Iraqi Basrah went up to 
$26.31 a barrel, Nigerian Light to $30.11 the barrel as did Algerian Hassi 
Messaoud,. And as our minister of economy and finances, Mr Ousmane Seck, 
explains, "Taking into account the announced prices, and at the average 
exchange rate of 207 CFA francs to the dollar (average recorded between 

5 November and 5 December 1979) the CIF cost (cost--insurance--freight] of 
our oil imports for 1980 for the 843,000 tons will be 40.2 billion CFA 
francs, unless of course, another price rise comes along to swell our bill, 
which is already up by 50 percent." 


As far as domestic policy is concerned, the government had no choice but 

to pass the increase on to the consumer, while at the same time taking care 
to keep up the subsidy for fuel oil delivered to SENELEC [Societe Senegalaise 
de Distribution d'Energie Electrique] for electric power production, for 
gasoline used in fishing, and on butane gas used for blip bannekh [transla- 
tion unknown] in waste water disposal. hese vital sectors deserved special 
saileguards, 
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By the very tact of the 50 percent increase in our expenditures for oil over 
L979, with the increase in volume a mere 6 percent, our crude petroleum 
imports for 1980, as Mr Ousmane Seck explains, will be 40 percent of our 
exports, whereas in 1978 the petroleum bill represented only 23 percent ot 
export receipts, 


By reason of this fact it is a very heavy encumbrance on our economic recovery 
plan. Now the success of this plan is an absolute priority which demands from 
now on the pursuit of an austerity policy, the fight against waste, The 
renewed commitment of productive investments can be done only at this price. 


The effect on the consumer in maintaining the major items of financial 
equilibrium and assuring the success of this plan will take the form of an 
increase in the price per liter of motor fuel which will go from 140 francs 
up to 156 francs the liter, an increase of 11.4 percent, while 3500 fuel 
delivered to industry will go from 36,472 francs per ton to 40,142 CFA 
francs the ton, an incresse of 10.8 percent. The minister of finance notes 
the detail that "fuel oi! supplied to SENELEC will cost 32,424 francs per 
ton against 28,344 francs per ton, an increase of 14.4 percent. The govern- 
ment subsidy for this fuel used in electric power production thus amounts to 
7,988 francs for each ton." 





Such increases are no doubt a heavy burden on the consumer, The temptation 
is therefore great to raise the question, why we are getting our supplies 
from these so-called "hard" OPEC countries, Iraq, Nigeria and Algeria, which 
however supply us with less than the two other supplier countries which take 
care of the greater part of the Senegalese market. The minister of the 
economy aud finances explains that "our oil refinery, the one at Mbao, the 
SAR [African Refining Company] is equipped for refining light crude oil. 

We are thus forced to turn to these countries that produce it.” 


The fact of the matter is th*t price increases in hydrocarbon fuels never 
come by themselves. The waybill for transportation will also increase. 
The technical committees made up of technicians from the Ministries of 
the Economy and Finance and of Equipment are working on the figures that 
will determine the repercussions on transportation costs.

The more he seeks to give the impression 
that existing Nationalist reform is resented and proposed Nationalist reform 
unlikely, the more clearly the opposition emerges as the true vehicle of 
retormist thinking in South Africa. In an interview with the Burger yester- 
day, he signalled his intention of resisting any more mixing. He knows 

he voices the feelings of the majority in his party. As Transvaal leader, 
he actually strengthens his position when he talks of "giving back our 
people's sense of security." Who but Mr P W Botha took away that absurd 
sense of security when he let differing races stand in the same post 

office queues, buy railway tickets at the same hatch, drink tea in the 

same restaurants and generally act with criminal disregard of their own 
identity? 


So Dr Treurnichts statement is clearly a further challenge to the prime 
minister. With Dr Piet Koornhof in retreat on the 72-hour ruling, the 
verkrampte Transvaal leader is pressing home his advantage. We would like 
to see Dr Treurnicht outflanked by the regrettably small band of reformists 
within the National Party and his reactionary philosophy rejected by the 
prime minister, in word and deed. But just as Dr Koornhof's nerve failed 
him when he tried to relax influx control in limited areas on an experi- 
mental basis, so Mr Botha has already backed nervously away from con- 
sidering changes to the Immorality Act. The official opposition's plat- 
form of reform, based on the abolition of social, economic and political 
discrimination, is looking a lot less threatened than it did when Mr Botha 
threatened to undermine it with his galaxy of wide-ranging "initiatives."

A critical analysis of what Mr P W Botha 
said about change and the possible re - 
vision of certain legislation shows clearly 
that not in one single respect has he 
changed his intentions or failed to keep 
his word.

Reaction to what the Prime Minister 
said in the no-confidence debate is 
strongly reminiscent of the hysterical 
demands that followed disclosures of

ment of Information. At that time the cry 
was for immediate publication of facts 
and immediate action against the offen - 
ders — without the necessity of orderly 
and civilised legal steps being consi - 
dered.

The same 
applies to the government's plan to abolish the Senate and to institute in 
its place an advisory body of experts, called the President's Council, 
representing whites, coloured people and Indians, to advise the government 
on constitutional options. What does this really amount to? : 


What is happening is that Mr P W Botha is going as far as the majority of 
his caucus are prepared to follow him, keeping open a chink in the consti- 
tutional door, and keeping some channels of communication in working 
order. But what he proposes is not good enough. Under caucus pressure, 
Mr Botha has had to uphold the doctrine of white-imposed separate develop- 
ment. As he made cleai in the no-confidence debate Mr Botha rules out in 
advance all the constitutional options except confederation, which applies 
to independent states only, and which was envisaged by Dr Verwoerd him- 
self and hence is orthodox by the most rigorous verkrampte standards. Yet 
he must know it is no longer possible to impose a predetermined dispensa- 
tion upon unwilling peoples. The only acceptable path is genuine negotia- 
tion, with all the acknowledged black leaders. But Mr Botha cannot face 
this squarely, as he would no doubt prefer, without losing the confidence 
of the Nationalist caucus. So he must play for time. But the time will 
come when hard decisions must be made. The prime minister, we may hope, 
wiJl then demonstrate his courage and statesmanship. But such hopes are 
icle at present. It is evident that Mr Botha, after a brave start, is 
becoming the captive of the conservative majority of the caucus. He can 
get nowhere with black opinion as long as he continues to accept the con- 
straints imposed by the most hidebound elements in the white community. 

He must either look for electoral support from beyond the confines of his own 
party, seeking to form a coalition government of national unity, or else 
relinquish hopes of effective reform.

IF SOUTH Africa intervenes 
militarily in Rhodesia, Pretoria 
risks playing a similar role 
there to that of the Cubans in 
Angola, Dr Deon Geldenhuys, 
of the Institute of International 
Affairs, said yesterday. 

Dr Geldenhuys, who is in 
charge of research at the insti- 
tute, was commenting on re- 
cent newspaper reports which 
raised the pessibility of South 
African military intervention 

The reports, quoting military 
experts and observers, listed 
three key conditions which 
might trigger South African in- 
tervention: the breakdown of 
government and emergence of 
chaos, the massacre of inno- 
cent civilians and the intrusion 
of foreign military forces. 

But, Dr Geldenhuys warned, 
unless Pretoria had ‘clear-cut 
political objectives’ South Afri- 
ca might find itself in a posi- 
tion equivalent to that of the 
Cubans in Angola. 

Defining the function of the 
Cubans in Angola as one of 
propping up a shaky regime, he 
said he did not consider 
‘checking the spread of Marx- 
ism’ or ‘‘halting the develop- 
ment of chaos’ as sufficiently 
definite to avoid the danger of 
South African soliders becom- 
ing the ‘Cubans of Rhodesia’ 
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But there was another dan- 
ger: that of ‘‘delegitimising’™’ 
the black party which stood to 
gain from ‘ outh Africa's inter- 
vention. 

Cautioning of the need to 
take account of the ‘‘psycho- 
logical dimension” in any pos- 
sible South African involve- 
ment, Dr Geldenhuys said 
there was a risk of prolonged 
intervention causing soldiers to 
ask themselves: Is the struggle 
worthwhile?

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HORWOOD MEASURES SHOULD EASE EXCESS LIQUIDITY 

Horwood Announcement, Reactions

exchange controls should go some way to further stimulate export activity. 


In Parliament yesterday, Senator Horwood declared he was abolishing any 
limit to the South African earnings payable to emigrants abroad, and that 
banks will in future be able to grant up to 12 months' credit to foreign 
buyers. 


On the first relaxation, South Africans who have taken up citizenship 
abroad were until yesterday only able to take R100 000 per family unit 
out of the country a year. 


Yesterday, Minister Horwood approved that this limit be lifted and that 

all emigrants, former as well as prospective, will be permitted as from 

January 1, 1980, to transfer the full income on their local assets under 
normal exchange control regulations. 


The executive director of the Association of Chambers of Commerce, Mr 
Raymond Parsons said: "These steps are welcomed by organized commerce as 
further evidence of the Government's determination to relax or remove direct 
controls wherever possible. 


"The liquidity problem which has been building up in the banking sector 
in recent months is thus being tackled within the framework of a growth 
policy--and will act as a safety valve. 


"The two big outstanding policy questions on the balance of payments 
front are now the possibility of a revaluation of the Rand and the removal 
of the import surcharge."

[Excerpt] A regional trade union training seminar for private sector 
workers opened its proceedings, yesterday morning, at the Labor Exchange 
in Lome, 


Organized jointly by the CNIT [Togo National Labor Confederation] and the 
West German Friedrich Naumann Foundation, this seminar is to permit about 
30 participants to acquire the knowledge and impulses which are usually 

the result of adequate training. Thus, for 5 days the seminar participants 
will have to discuss the role of the trade union in the development of the 
nation. During the opening ceremony, Mr Anani Kodjo, deputy secretary- 
general for the private sector, first of all, described the role of the 
trade union in a country, a role which is traditionally above all a role 

of representation und making demands. 


Here in Togo, this role is essentially understood as a motor capable of 
making any economic apparatus run. As leaven makes dough rise, it must 
raise the workers’ conscientiousness with regard to their responsibility 
in the nation. 


In addition, he added, the trade unionism of the new order is a trade 
unionism of responsible participation which grants us new prerogatives and 
opens new horizons to us. 


"The workers brought together in the CNIT," he recalled, "must be in the 
forefront of the merciless battle which we are leading in order to extricate 
our country from under development." 


Beforehand, Mr Yawo Benyo, secretary-general of the federation of workers 
in the private sector, evoked a number of requirements for private sector 
trade unions under the RPT [Togolese People's Assemblage]. 
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These requirements, he said, consist of demonstrating great courage and 
patience, not yielding to provocations to change to violence, always calling

LAND POLICY IMPROVEMENTS HAILED 
New Land Policy

Some of this has been by 
outright application of force and some of it through hoodwinking ignorant 
peasants. 


This trend assumed terrible proportions under the fascist regime. Many 
people who had become rich too quickly through dubious means took to appro- 
priating land from the poor peasants by force. Im many areas in this country 
poor people were threatened by soldiers or askaris and they helplessly saw 
the land grabbed. This particularly affected the grazing areas where sur- 
prisingly a new breed of enterprising ranches enclosed vast land for personal 
use, 


We do not dispute that sometimes it may become necessary for a certain piece 
of land to be appropriated for public use. However, this must always be done
